at Hilton

A visit last week to the popular 
Castro Street salon Bruno’s 
Hair Design netted a bad hair 
day for openly gay San Francisco 
Hilton Hotel worker Duncan Fox 
when he reported for work on Mon¬ 
day, May 19. Executive Assistant Hilton 
Manager Dawn Berry said the new 
blonde highlights in Fox’s hair were 
not appropriate for the workplace and 
ordered the 29-year-old dispatcher for 
the hotel’s guest service department to 
go home until they are gone. 

According to Fox, another gay 
Hilton worker also received a similar 
edict last week. 

Berry delivered the dictum through 
Fox’s immediate supervisor Emmanuel 
Brueh, who handed Fox a memo and 
ordered him to go home until the tint 
grows out or he dyes his hair back to its 
natural light brown color. 

“I can’t believe this is happening,” 
Fox told the Bay Area Reporter. “I am 
being treated like a common criminal. 
Especially since I’ve got a perfect work 
record: I’ve never called in sick. I’m reli¬ 
able. There was no friction. I was happy 
with my job. I am liked by my peers, I’m 
openly gay, and I’m devastated. 

“I never thought this sort of thing 
would happen in San Francisco.” 

Fox said that he had highlights in 
his hair when he was hired to work at 
the Hilton Hotel in 1995, and that 
other Hilton workers, including 
women and heterosexual men, rou¬ 
tinely wear their hair dressed with 
highlights, henna, and hair color. 

“I do it seasonally,” he said, “in the 
spring and summer. I think it’s kind of 
silly to have highlights in the winter. I 
have a decent tan, so it looks okay now.”

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Clinton announces 
AIDS vaccine initiative

I t is no longer a question of whether we 
can develop an AIDS vaccine, it is simply 
a question of when,” said President Bill 
Clinton. He committed the nation to devel¬ 
oping an HIV vaccine within ten years, com¬ 
paring it to John F. Kennedy’s pledge to put 
a man on the moon in the 1960s. The long 
anticipated initiative was about 15 percent of 
his commencement address at historically 
black Morgan State University in Baltimore 
on Sunday, May 18. 

Most people knowledgeable of HIV ap¬ 
plauded the president’s intent but were skep¬ 
tical of the outcome. Perhaps they remem¬ 
bered the prediction that Ronald Reagan’s 
Secretary of Health and Human Services, 
Margaret Heckler, made in April 1984. She 
said they would have a vaccine in trial in two 
years. It did not happen. 

Many leading scientists do not share 
Clinton’s certitude that an HIV vaccine can 
be developed within that time frame, or per¬ 
haps ever. AIDS activists question whether 
his commitment is more than rhetoric. The 
President has proposed no new money. His 
initiative consists largely of reorganizing 30- 
50 existing employees at the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health into a vaccine research center. 

The politics 

This year Clinton has sought to make

vaccines his signature mark on the epidem¬ 
ic. “With new resources, NIH will now be¬ 
come the most powerful discovery engine 
for an AIDS vaccine, working with other sci¬ 
entists to finally end the threat of AIDS,” he 
said in his February State of the Union Ad¬ 
dress. “We must reinforce our commitment 
to medical science.” His subsequent budget 
for NIH offered an increase in funding that 
would not keep pace with the rate of infla¬ 
tion for medical care. 


Vaccines were a high priority at a meet¬ 
ing of the Presidential Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS in early April. Dr. David Balti¬ 
more, chair of the AIDS Vaccine Research 
Committee at NIH, told them it was “not 
possible to put a date” on developing a vac¬ 
cine, since there are “too many uncertain¬ 
ties.” Others expressed little need for a re¬ 
structuring of research. “I flinch at the con¬ 
cept of more coordination,” said NIAID Di¬ 
rector Anthony Fauci. 

But in his most political comments of the 
meeting, chairman Scott Hitt told the body 
that the president wants to do “the man on 
the moon” analogy in moving this as a pri¬ 
ority of the administration. He recommend¬ 
ed they support the effort. The final docu¬ 
ment urged development of “a vaccine to 
prevent HIV/AIDS within a decade,” with “a 
significant and sustained increase in funds... 
from new sources.” 

In a private conversation, Dr. William 
Paul, director of the Office of AIDS Research 
(OAR) at NIH, described the new lab as an 
intramural effort jointly sponsored by 
NIAID and NCI. They are the two major ex¬ 
isting players in vaccine research. Each will 
contribute their existing resources, which 
will be supplemented with funding from 
OAR’s discretionary account. 

Paul called the president’s challenge “a 
formidable undertaking ...one which I am 
confident we can achieve, though not quite 
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Treatment on demand in 
demand at Health Commission

T he San Francisco Health Commission 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
supporting substance abuse treatment 
on demand, and members praised a commu¬ 
nity planning council’s report on the pro¬ 
gram at its meeting Tuesday, May 20. The res¬ 
olution now goes to the Board of Supervisors 
and, ultimately, to Mayor Willie Brown. 

It is expected that the city’s 1997-98 bud¬ 
get will contain funding for at least a portion 
of treatment on demand; fully funding such 
a program has been estimated at $20 million 
per year. 

On Tuesday, Health Director Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez, a strong proponent of the pro¬ 
gram, urged the commission and public to 
have patience and give such a program sev¬ 
eral years of investment before expecting to 
see dramatic results. 

“The challenge is for other departments 
to be patient enough. We won’t see the im¬ 
pact for two, three, or four years,” Hernan¬ 
dez said following the presentation. She 
added that as new residential programs are 
opened, the health department will probably 
have to combat NIMBY (Not In My Back 
Yard)-ism from area residents. 

Already, the Department of Public Health 
(DPH) has taken the first steps toward im¬ 


plementing substance abuse treatment on 
demand. The board of supervisors recently 
approved $1.6 million in spending designed 
to increase the capacity of various substance 
abuse programs this fiscal year. 

Treatment on demand would enable peo¬ 
ple to seek substance abuse treatment with¬ 
out having to wait to get into a program. The 
ambitious plan would end up saving the city 
money in the long run, advocates say, be¬ 
cause the cost of treatment is less than costs 
of services used when people are not in treat¬ 
ment, including police, court, foster care, 
and emergency room costs. 

Currently, untreated substance abuse is 
costing the city over $1 billion a year. 

Gay speed problem 

Jenny Friedenbach of the Coalition on 
Homelessness told the commissioners that 
one of the biggest unmet needs in terms of 
substance abuse treatment is within the gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender commu¬ 
nity. “There are very few gay-friendly treat¬ 
ment programs.” 

She also pointed to the high use of 
methamphetamine among gay men, some¬ 
thing that Supervisor Susan Leal emphasized 
last year when the first hearing was held to 
discuss treatment on demand. 

Programs for youth, including queer 
young people, are another example of a 


“gaping hole” in treatment programs, 
Friedenbach said. 

Dr. Larry Meredith, director of the DPH 
Community Substance Abuse Services pro¬ 
gram, also spoke at Tuesday’s presentation, 
which was the first public unveiling of the

Federal cops arrest 
gay minister at 
Presidio housing demo

JH lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty religious leader was one 
m -1 of nearly four dozen ac¬ 
tivists arrested Sunday, May 18 by 
U.S. Park Police during a protest 
over the planned destruction of 
housing at the Presidio. 

The Reverend Jeff Johnson, the 
openly gay pastor of First United 
Lutheran Church, was charged 
with suspicion of trespassing and 
demonstrating without a permit, 
and was ordered to appear in fed¬ 
eral court on June 5. 

Johnson and 42 other mem¬ 
bers of Religious Witness with 
Homeless People were arrested 
around 7:30 p.m., after occupying 
a vacant home in the former offi¬ 
cers’ housing tract near Letterman 
General Hospital at the former 
military base. 

More than 300 people had par¬ 
ticipated in an earlier 2 p.m. 
protest walk through the Presidio 
to highlight the planned demoli¬ 
tion of 466 units of residential 
housing and the conversion of the 
Wherry housing tract to a pre¬ 
serve for endangered species. 

The incident is the fifth by the 
group at the Presidio. Last March, 
83 people were arrested after 
committing nonviolent civil dis¬ 
obedience at the site. 

Inconsistency 

“I was arrested to demonstrate 
the inconsistency that the Nation¬ 
al Park Service would rent hous¬ 
ing to moderate and high income 
but not to poor people,” Johnson 
said. 

The park service initially ex¬ 
pressed plans to rent former Pre¬ 
sidio officer’s housing units at the 
site for $1,500-$,4000 a month 
per unit, but now says the matter 
is on hold and will be decided by 
trustees of the Presidio Trust, 
which will oversee operations of 
the site. 

The Wherry Housing tract is 
2.5 miles away from the former 
officers’ housing. Sister Bernie 
Galvin, director of Religious Wit¬ 
ness with Homeless People, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that an in¬ 
dividual who was physically re¬ 
moved by police from the site 
after climbing into a crawl space 
was not affiliated with the group. 

Johnson said the Religious 
Witness group would continue to 
protest and occupy Presidio hous¬ 
ing as a form of civil disobedience 
over the issue 

“The Wherry Housing site is 


perfect for homeless and low in¬ 
come San Francisco residents, in¬ 
cluding lesbians and gay men and 
people living with AIDS,” Johnson 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

San Francisco Supervisor Le- 
land Yee, who also participated in 
the protest, said the issue is about 
economic justice for poor San 
Franciscans. 

Yee called the Presidio a “Peo¬ 
ple’s Park,” and said that it was for 
the use of people of diverse cul¬ 
tural backgrounds, sexual orien¬ 
tations, and economic situations. 

Yee called on the Park Service 
not to destroy the housing and 
said that he participated in the 


protest “because as a human 
being it was important for me to 
say no” to the destruction of 
housing when San Francisco has a 
shortage of housing for low in¬ 
come residents. 

Members of Religious Witness 
earlier this month denounced 
Representative Nancy Pelosi’s 
proposal to ship the housing units 
by barge to Bayview Hunter’s 
Point as “blatant discrimination.” 

Both Mayor Willie Brown and 
the Board of Supervisors have 
also denounced the planned de¬ 
struction of the Presidio housing 
stock and urged that it be retained 
for the use of poor people. ▼

Close HRC committee 
vote on sex club regs

B y an unusually close vote, 
the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Advisory 
Committee (LGBTAC) of the 
Human Rights Commission ap¬ 
proved on May 20 a recommen¬ 
dation to ask the Department of 
Public Health (DPH) to reconsid¬ 
er regulations prohibiting private 
spaces in sex clubs. Tuesday’s 
meeting was a follow-up to a dis¬ 
cussion begun at the committee’s 
March meeting. 

The meeting was notable for 
the degree of mixed feeling ex¬ 
pressed by committee members 
and those giving public comment. 
Meetings and forums over the 
past several months have been 
characterized by strong sentiment 
against the DPH’s “Minimum 
Standards for the Operation of 
Sex Clubs and Parties.” 

While several speakers were fa¬ 
miliar from recent meetings, 
some new voices were heard. 
DPH director Dr. Sandra Hernan¬ 
dez gave her perspective on the 
history of sex club regulations and 
the difficulty of balancing indi¬ 
vidual liberties and public health 
initiatives. Hernandez has been 
criticized in the past for allowing 
the department’s perspective to be 
expressed by AIDS Office repre¬ 
sentatives rather than addressing 
the community herself. Hernan¬ 
dez began working on the issue as 
director of the AIDS Office. After 
lengthy deliberation with mem¬ 
bers of the Coalition for Healthy 


Sex (CHS), she was persuaded 
that the guidelines that later be¬ 
came the Minimum Standards 
were “a reasonable compromise,” 
and “as far as we could go” with¬ 
out jeopardizing the DPH’s mis¬ 
sion. She emphasized that the 
guidelines were brought to the 
DPH by the CHS, not imposed 
from above. Hernandez conclud¬ 
ed that the DPH has done “the 
best we can” to develop a balance 
between “the right to express sex¬ 
ual freedom and the responsibili¬ 
ty to act as a community to pre¬ 
vent HIV infection.” 

Race Bannon of Community 
United for Sexual Privacy (CUSP) 
reminded the committee that at 
its March meeting, CHS member 
Buzz Bense had presented a letter 
from that group that “unani¬ 
mously condemned the process” 
by which the DPH regulations 
were instituted. Bannon claimed 
that Hernandez’s contention that 
the community had created the 
regulations was “a sham.” He reit¬ 
erated CUSP’s position that there 
is no scientific data showing that 
private spaces lead to unsafe sex, 
and pointed out that those who 
have spent time “in the trenches” 
doing AIDS prevention work 
“truly believe that privacy will in¬ 
crease, not decrease safer sex.” 

Sociologist Stephen Murray 
echoed Bannon, stating that “after 
14 years of this policy in San 
Francisco, there is no evidence 
that it works or that it is cost-ef¬ 
fective.” Hernandez acknowl¬ 
edged that hard data was scarce, 
but noted that data to the con¬ 


trary don’t exist, either. In con¬ 
trast to Bannon, she stated that 
“most people doing HIV preven¬ 
tion work believe that closing the 
bathhouses has saved many lives.” 

Data on women 

LGBTAC members *had previ¬ 
ously asked for information about 
how the regulations impacted 
women. Sexologist Carol Queen 
noted that no “vanilla” (non-S/M) 
women-only sex clubs exist at this 
time (the Power Exchange Substa¬ 
tion hosted a women’s night on 
Sundays, until recently). Queen 
stated that at her own mixed-gen¬ 
der, mixed-orientation Queen of 
Heaven parties - which have al¬ 
ways followed guidelines much 
like the DPH regulations - 
women are “more comfortable” in 
an atmosphere in which safer sex 
is required and negotiation is ex¬ 
pected. Kitaka Gara, operator of 
the women’s sex club Club Ecsta¬ 
sy, which closed this past winter, 
provided a written statement not¬ 
ing that at her club staff “host¬ 
esses” served both a welcoming 
and monitoring function. She 
claimed that monitors made 
women “feel safer.” Gara stated 
that while she personally didn’t 
like monitors, “human beings will 
have unsafe sex without monitors 
- and that includes women.” She 
favors “closed but not locked” 
doors, and concluded, “if you re¬ 
ally want privacy, do it in your 
bedroom.” 

Richard Carrazza, also of 
CUSP, stated that HIV prevention

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K-Mart puts price on AIDSphobia: $9,999.95

he attorney for a man charg¬ 
ing an East Bay K-Mart with 
AIDS discrimination has 
turned down an offer to settle the 
case for a payment - one nickel 
short of ten thousand bucks. 

Attorney Waukeen McCoy said 
he rejected the $9,999.95 offer by 
the giant corporation because of 
his client’s severe trauma. 

“He’s continuing to suffer sub¬ 
stantial trauma because of this in¬ 
cident,” McCoy told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Aksel Dirkzwager, the 
Nicaragua-born plaintiff, was 
shopping with his four-year-old 
son at the popular Hayward store 
for a Mother’s Day present for his 
wife and other items on May 11, 
1996. According to the federal 
court lawsuit, he was escorted 
from the store and threatened by a 
K-Mart security guard after a 
cashier noticed a blister on 
Dirkzwager’s right index finger

and went into hysterics when he 
told her he might have AIDS, after 
he used her pen to write a check. 

The cashier placed the pen on 
the check stand and refused to 
hand it to Dirkzwager. After he 
had signed his check for the items, 
Dirkzwager attempted to hand 
the cashier the check and the pen 
he had borrowed. “She appeared 
to be frightened to touch either of 
these items,” the. suit claims. 

Dirkzwager, who has since 


tested negative for HIV, was con¬ 
cerned about possible exposure to 
the virus at the time of the inci¬ 
dent, which he mentioned. Ac¬ 
cording to the lawsuit, the 
unidentified cashier became “ex¬ 
tremely agitated” and began 
screaming at him. 

“Why didn’t you tell me that 
you had AIDS before you used my 
pen? You contaminated my pen 
and I already touched it,” the 
cashier allegedly screamed. 

According to the lawsuit, the 
cashier left her work station, 
paged the K-Mart manager, and 
said over the public address sys¬ 
tem that “someone in my line has 
AIDS and he touched me.” 

Dirkzwager was then ordered 
to leave the store, escorted from 
the premises, and allegedly threat¬ 
ened by a security guard. 

McCoy said Dirkzwager’s son 
suffered nightmares after the pub¬ 
lic scene, was out of school for a 
week because of the trauma, and 
is still showing confusion over the 
incident. 


Help sought in contacting Ryan kin

A San Francisco man with a 
medical history of AIDS 
and intravenous metham- 
phetamine use died Monday, May 
12 when the stolen pick-up truck 
he was driving overturned on top 
of him. 

Patrick Ryan, 29, had been 
speeding down 24th Street minutes 


after he apparently stole a Ford I 
truck that a Fountain Street resi¬ 
dent had left parked outside her 
house. While eluding police, Ryan 
collided with a parked 1996 Toyota, 
veered out of control, and was 
pinned beneath the pick-up. He 
was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Ryan had been released the 
morning of his death from the St. 
Vincent De Paul Ozanam Detox 
Center, after a five-day period of | 


detoxification from methamphet- 
amine. According to a Medical 
Examiner investigator’s report, he 
had a long history of auto theft. 

The Medical Examiner’s office 
is requesting assistance in locating 
Ryan’s parents or next of kin, and 
anyone with information is asked 
to call the Medical Examiner’s of¬ 
fice at (415) 553-1694, according 
to administrative coroner Herb 
Hawley. ▼ 


“He still asks about the items he 
picked out from K-Mart and asks 
why he wasn’t able to purchase 
them with his father,” he said. 

A controversy over evidence in 
the case, including McCoy’s de¬ 
mand for a copy of a potentially 
damaging statement by the as- 
yet-unidentified clerk, is sched¬ 
uled to be heard in U.S. District 


Court next Wednesday, May 28. 

McCoy told the B.A.R. he 
would wait until he was able to 
depose the security guard, and de¬ 
termine whether K-Mart repre¬ 
sented him in the case, before a 
decision would be made about 
what legal action to take against 
him for the alleged abuse of au¬ 
thority. ▼

ljP|? residential spokesmouth Mike Mc- 
IpP; Curry was boxed into a corner this 
H week by a persistent reporter who 
pointed out that “the federal government is 
funding a study on the African continent in 
which AZT is being withheld from women 
who are pregnant and in which, according 
to one group, over 1,000 children would die 
from AIDS as a result of this study in order 
to find out the cause for disease whose cause is 
already known.” The reporter, building on 
comments by Public Citizen’s Dr. Sydney 
Wolf, likened the situation to the notorious 
Tuskegee Experiment in which 399 people 
had medication withheld from them for 
syphilis. 

“Look, we are trying to help,” McCurry 
meandered in government doublespeak, “in 
way that is appropriate given the economies 
of the countries they are working in. AZT is 
not going to be, in most developing coun¬ 
tries, an appropriate treatment regimen be¬ 
cause of the cost.” 

The reporter persisted: “Is it ethical in a 
study of this nature for 1,000 children to die? 
I just want to know what you think of it.” 

McCurry, with rare prescience, said, 
“My opinions don’t matter,” then acknowl¬ 
edged that “the White House’s position is 
that the HHS is doing appropriately what 
it should do.” 

After a few more questions - “Are you 
saying the reason it meets the ethical guide- 
— lines is because, if a treatment isn’t widely 
available, then withholding that treatment 
is ethical?” and “Is it ethical to study the re¬ 
sults of the lack of such treatment?” - the 
reporter went for the $64,000 question. 

“Is there an irony,”' he asked, “in Dr. 
Wolfe’s calling this ‘Tuskegee II,’ just as the 
president is apologizing for Tuskegee I?” 

“I am not a person that interprets irony,” 
McCurry bristled. “He made the statement; 
we think it’s wrong. You know, you get to 
decide whether it’s ironic or not.” 

Well, if we get to decide, here’s our deci¬ 
sion: we don’t think it’s ironic. We think it’s 
criminal. Coming, as it does, on the heels of 
revelations about unethical conditions at a 
federally-funded needle exchange study in 
Alaska, it adds up to more evidence that the 
victims of AIDS are considered prime tar- 


irony 


gets by many more rapacious organisms 
than just the virus. Like politicians and sci¬ 
entists, for instance. 

This makes us a little concerned about 
the vaccine effort that President Clinton has 
announced. With so many uncertainties - 
will the vaccine bring on the disease; 
are we creating a new disease by * 
mixing HIV DNA with Canary 
pox; what happens to people 
who have antibodies to the virus 
because of vaccination and are 
therefore likely to be turned down 
for life insurance, etc. - we would like 
to see evidence that the government and 
medical establishment will 
treat volunteers at least hu¬ 
manely, if not like heroes. So 
far we haven’t seen it. 

As for the idea of a whole¬ 
hearted search for some answers to HIV, we 
think it’s the faint shadow of what was a 
great idea. It was an even better idea when 
Clinton first promised it, six years ago. It 
was an even better idea when it was pro¬ 
posed by every Presidential Advisory Com¬ 
mission since the Reagan Administration. 



It isn’t only the wasted years in between 
the proposals that have made this idea so 
much more anemic; we also worry that the 
emphasis is on a vaccine, without a similar 
all-out search for a cure. 

Finally, to strike while the irony is hot, we 
had to laugh at Senate Majority Leader 
Trent Lott speaking up for that adul¬ 
terous Air Force fighter pilot this 
week. “Come on,” he told reporters, 
“we’re speaking about human beings” 
- meaning, we suppose, that a little 
I sexual indiscretion is nearly inevitable. 
In addition to the joy we got from 
picturing Pat Robertson’s face 
as he watched Lott’s perfor¬ 
mance, we had to chuckle at so 
much hetero outrage at any 
sexual curtailment. The Kelly 
Flinn case, especially after Tailhook and Ab¬ 
erdeen, proves that a policy of “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell, Don’t Have Anything Approach¬ 
ing a Sexual Thought or Deed” ought to be 
extended to the straights in service. 

After all, those are the officers who can’t 
seem to keep their hands off their privates. ▼

Bringing safe sex up to date

E fforts to incorporate medical infor¬ 
mation and protective devices into sex 
have saved hundreds of thousands of 
lives and improved the quality of life for 
people with HIV. But are we doing enough? 
Are there ways we could be even safer and 
make sex a lot more enjoyable - a lot hotter? 

It is easy to think that the gay communi¬ 
ty’s involvement in sexual health problems 
started with the AIDS epidemic. However, 
we have a long history of concerted action 
to make sex safer. In the late ’60s and early 
’70s, there was a very serious gonorrhea epi¬ 
demic in our community. Gay-oriented ma¬ 
terials advertised the problem, and our 
community responded wholeheartedly. 
During the mid- and late- 1970s, when he¬ 
patitis B was epidemic, we participated in 
the national research to find a vaccine 
against the virus. We also joined into re¬ 
search conducted by City Clinic on the 
transmission of CMV in those early days. 
When AIDS hit, we used our experience 
with sexual health and invented safe sex. 

Safe sex is built upon the belief that sex 
is good, an extremely important part of life. 
This puts it squarely in the tradition of the 
gay movement and the sexual revolution. 
Making sexual health techniques loving, 
fun, passionate and hot was an obvious way 
to help us protect ourselves, and it was ex¬ 
tremely revolutionary! We knew that it is 
much more exciting to create new ways to 
be sexually satisfied than to totally give up 
an old favorite. And our sexual experimen¬ 
tation in the ’60s and ’70s empowered us 
with the knowledge that we can make very 
significant sexual behavior changes and 
enjoy ourselves immensely; or at the very 


least, cope with changes when necessary. 
The gay community’s compliance with risk 
reduction guidelines and the immense 
overall reduction of new infections is well- 
documented. However, we can and must do 
much better. 

Little has been added to our safe sex ar¬ 
senal since the early 1980s. We rely primar¬ 
ily upon condoms during anal (or vaginal) 
intercourse as our first line of defense. Lots 
of us have learned how to make using them 
feel really good. At the very least, the 
peace of mind they provide after sex 
is well worth any inconveniences. 

Many of us have moved from 
unprotected rectal sex to sex with 
condoms, latex gloves, and dental 
dams, or to unprotected oral sex. 

These are extremely important 
steps toward risk reduc¬ 
tion. Some people use 
condoms and other bar¬ 
rier protection for oral 
sex - very wise, but not 
very popular. But is that all that is neces¬ 
sary, and is it all we could be doing? Defi¬ 
nitely not! 

It is astounding to me that as good as we 
are at getting drugs tested, we have done 
nothing to get scientists to create rectal 
chemical barriers to STDs. This is in stark 
contrast to the work being done on vaginal 
microbicides! Women have been extremely 
effective in getting new products researched 
and tested. But we have been almost com¬ 
pletely silent about our needs. I think many 
people assume that if a product stops 
HIV/STD transmission in the vagina, it will 
work in the asshole as well. This is not true. 
The structure, ecology, and other features of 
the rectum make the transfer of technology 
very difficult. For example, the colon acts as 


a water pump: to make shit softer, it pumps 
water into the bowel, and to make it firmer, 
it draws water out. Vaginal spermicides, 
when used in the vagina, are effective at pre¬ 
venting gonorrhea and chlamydia. Many 
studies show it decreases HIV as well. How¬ 
ever, when placed in the rectum in a dose 
large enough to cover the walls of the intes¬ 
tine and kill sperm too, these spermicides 
cause cramping and violent diarrhea, and 
dissolve the shit into a pile of mess. 

The technology to make liquid condoms 
is very simple; much easier than curing 
AIDS. Yet the sparse research being done in 
this country is conducted without 
governmental funds or support. 
We must insist that research on 
rectal microbicides begin im¬ 
mediately and with enough 
funding to see that it pro¬ 
ceeds quickly. It is patent¬ 
ly obvious that a good 
rectal microbicide would 
be used much more fre¬ 
quently than condoms; yet we do nothing 
to get the research done! 

Another option, the internal (“Reality”) 
condom, may be more effective at prevent¬ 
ing STDs than the ordinary condom. This 
is because the outer rim of the condom cov¬ 
ers more skin. Certainly it is worth a try. Be¬ 
sides, a lot of guys much prefer internal 
condoms because they increase sensation 
and don’t constrict the penis. 

Safe sex is saving many people from HIV 
and many of the other STDs which cause 
such misery in people with AIDS: CMV, 
EBV, herpes, hepatitis, etc. But sex can be 
even safer if we use the technology available 
to make it extremely powerful, easier, and 
hotter than hell. So dress for the occasions, 
lube and lobby\ ▼

Animal models and an AIDS vaccine 

Re: “Experimental AIDS Vaccines Protects 
Chimps,” B.A.R., 5/8/97: It should be noted that there 
is no animal model for the human immune system. 
Primates, even chimps, are not perfect models for hu¬ 
mans. The major difference is though we are able to 
infect apes with HIV, they rarely get sick from it. In 
fact, there has only been one primate death, Jerome, 
attributed to HIV in the last 15 years of research. 
(However, the body was autopsied to prove HIV was 
present, but omitted cause of death.) SIV, which does 
make chimps sick, has a 40% correlation to humans, 
and using vaccines derived from SIV science proved 
murderous in human trials. Researchers will literally 
waste millions studying how HIV does not make 
chimps sick, instead of focusing on what causes 
human immune suppression. This is unacceptable. 

(And if HIV does not make chimps sick... well, you 
can see how this plays to HIV dissenters.) Neither of 
us are doctors, so don’t take our word for it. Anthony 
Fauci of the NIH states about the same vaccine study, 
“The results aren’t any more or less striking than 
we’ve seen in other vaccine trials in chimps... The lab 
stock of HIV used is generally thought of as a rather 
weak virus, so protection against it is not necessarily 
all that difficult to obtain.” ( USA Today, 4/30/97) 

If the primate model is insufficient, we can only 
imagine about the feline, pig, dog, or rodent models. 
The reality is for any vaccine to prove effective, it 
needs to be studied in humans. Before you panic 
about efficacy tests, realize that animal test results that 
are negative are usually ignored. AZT and protease in¬ 
hibitors were tested in animals, they caused birth de¬ 
fects, cancers and death. They were released to the 
general public anyway. If you are going to ignore an¬ 
imal studies, why conduct them? And do we know all 
we need to know about HIV pathogenesis to AIDS to 
even find a vaccine? 

As PWAs we want a cure. As animal advocates we 
want compassion and common sense. As Jewish men 
we do not recommend human trials lightly. As gay 
men we do not want to witness another AZT holo¬ 
caust. This is why it is so important to tirelessly hold 
the research complex accountable. Where are they on 
a vaccine, how much have they spent, how much do 
they plan to spend, and who, if not PWAs, sets the 
agenda, or is it merely set by the profit margin? This 
should be true even if you believe in animal testing. 
This bloated, repetitive, profit-driven research ma¬ 
chine was built in the ’80s and is accountable to no 
one. How many more of us are going to die in vac¬ 
cine trials that are not well thought out, but allowed 
to continue because it showed “promise” in chimps, 
cats, pigs or rodents. Please, people, be careful. Do not 
join a vaccine study unless you know its mode of ac¬ 
tion in humans. 

AIDS is a disease of opportunistic infections that 
are intracellular in nature. When talking about AIDS 
and animal tests, we should know, “Animal models 
remain poorly specific, and extrapolation of experi¬ 
mental data obtained in animals to humans is haz¬ 
ardous.” (Maurin M. Raoult, D. Optimum Treatment 
of Intracellular Infection, Drug, July 1996) 

The establishment is quick to say animal advocates 
are the emotional lot; however, its willingness to use 
sick people as a smokescreen, but not feel account¬ 
able to those sick people, speaks volumes.

Face east and squint from the top of Twin Peaks 
and you just may be able to make out big, broad 
smiles on the faces of my friends and family back in 
Maine. They’re smiling because Maine’s legislature, 
after ten grueling attempts in twenty years, has passed 
a gay/lesbian non-discrimination bill. 

No longer can the sardine packer be legally fired 
from her job simply because she is a lesbian. No 
longer can the schoolteacher be legally denied an 
apartment simply because he is gay. 

With Independent Governor Angus King’s 
pledged signature, Maine becomes only the eleventh 
state of our fifty to protect its people. With thirty-nine 
more states to go, let’s hope the old saying, “As Maine 
goes, so goes the nation” rings true.

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A woman’s place: 
in the statehouse

hile political writers have 
made much this year over 
the fact that there are a 
record number of women in Con¬ 
gress (nine in the Senate, 53 in the 
House), most would agree that 
these numbers are still way out of 
line in favor of the men. However, 
little has been said or written, 
other than a story some weeks ago 
in the New York Times, about the 
gains women have made in state 
legislatures across the country in 
the past few years. 

In Washington, DC, even 
though the female members are at 
an all-time high, the numbers still 
break down to slightly over ten 
percent of the entire Congress. In 
Washington state, on the other 
hand, women now hold nearly 
half (22 of 49) the seats in the 
state Senate. Women, in fact, now 
hold four of every ten seats in 
Washington state’s Legislature. 

While not as prevalent as in 
Olympia, women in other state 
capitals are also doing well. 

For instance, in Arizona, 
Connecticut, Minneso¬ 
ta, Colorado, and Ver¬ 
mont, women now hold 
three of every ten leg¬ 
islative seats. Other 
major states, such as 
New York, New 
Jersey, Michi¬ 
gan, and Illi¬ 
nois, have also 
shown a 
marked increase in the number of 
women elected to their governing 
bodies. Political experts across the 
country believe that the gains at 
the legislative level represent a 
logical electoral acceptance of 
women, who have spent years 
working their way up the political 
ladder - from neighborhood 
board to school board to county 
board to the state level and ulti¬ 
mately to Washington, DC. 

In Sacramento, California’s 
120-member Assembly and state 
Senate now count a total of 26 
women, including San Francisco’s 
Carole Migden and Santa Mon¬ 
ica’s Sheila Kliehl in leadership 
positions. Like virtually every 
other demographic group, 
women legislators hold a wide 
range of views and thus do not al¬ 
ways vote as a bloc, but female 
lawmakers have had a profound 
influence on legislation in some 
states. Their power can only in¬ 
crease as they assume more and 
more leadership posts at the state 
level and as Congress hands over 
more and more governmental re¬ 
sponsibility to state governments, 
especially for welfare and other 
social service programs. 

Many states now have women 
in their top legislative spots. 
Washington state has a female 
House majority leader, as do Con¬ 
necticut, Arizona, Missouri, and 
four other states. In states across 
the country, women now head 
important legislative committees 
- and not only those committees 
that traditionally deal with family 
issues, the legislative parking place 
for women in earlier years. 

In California, in fact, women 
like Carole Migden head no less 
than 12 of the Assembly’s 27 com¬ 
mittees. While the proportion of 
females elected to state legisla¬ 
tures is still woefully inadequate, 
the progress of women in said leg¬ 
islatures in the past 20 years is 


promising. Women now hold 
1,593 of the nation’s 7,424 state 
legislative seats, or 21.5 percent. 
This is more than double the state 
seats held in the early 1970s. 

Interestingly, during the past 
20 years, each election has raised 
the percentage of fe¬ 
male legislators by 
nearly two points. It 
should also be point¬ 
ed out that during 
this same 20-year pe¬ 
riod, the party break¬ 
down of female legisla¬ 
tors has re¬ 
mained about 
60/40 Democ¬ 
ratic/Republi¬ 
can, reflecting 
perhaps a tendency of women to 
view the Democratic Party as 
more attuned to their concerns. 

Besides state legislatures, 
women are continuing to make 
important gains in statewide- 
elected positions such as governor 
(currently only two: New Jersey 
and New Hampshire), lieutenant 
governor, attorney general, etc. 
Indeed, women now hold one out 
of every four state executive posi¬ 
tions throughout the nation, and 
female mayors in major cities are 
on the rise. 

What accounts for all this 
progress, at least below the con¬ 
gressional level? Politicos from 
both major parties claim that the 
numbers reflect a new openness 
and inclusiveness about women 
and women’s issues within their 
organizations, and most would 
agree that, whether entirely true 
or not, such a change is certainly 
long overdue. 

Politics and people 

Some person who prefers to 
remain anonymous keeps calling 
me insisting that Quentin Kopp 
will rejoin the Democratic Party 
in hopes of running for state at¬ 
torney general. “If he is successful 
in helping defeat Props. D and F, 
it’s a sure thing,” my shy source 
claims. 

KRON-TV (Channel 4) will 
sponsor a one-hour debate on 
June 1, 8-9 p.m., between Kopp 
and Mayor Willie Brown on sta¬ 
dium/mall Props. D and F. Some 
think this could determine the 
outcome of the campaign, partic¬ 
ularly if it is a close contest come 
June 3. 

In Madison, Wisconsin last 
week, several hundred people ral¬ 
lied outside the state capitol 
building to protest a bill that 
would ban same-sex marriages. 
State Representative Tammy 
Baldwin, a lesbian, says she con¬ 


siders the bill a personal assault. 

In Austin, Texas, Representa¬ 
tive Glen Maxey, the Lone Star 
state’s only openly gay lawmaker, 
has directed his staff to come up 
with 500 amendments to a one- 
page bill designed to keep the 
state from recognizing same-sex 
marriages. 

Meanwhile, Maine Governor 
Angus King (D) last week signed 
a gay rights bill into law that bans 
discrimination in housing, credit, 
public accommodations and em¬ 
ployment based on sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

Thanks to a Green Party can¬ 
didate who garnered 17 percent of 
the vote, Republicans won a “safe” 
Democratic House seat in a spe¬ 
cial New Mexico election last 
week, making the current DC 
House line-up: 228 Republicans, 
206 Democrats, one Independent. 

Those attending an American 
Foundation for AIDS Research 
(AmFAR) benefit at the Cannes 
Film Festival last week reportedly 
raised over $1 million for the 
cause. Actress Demi Moore 
stepped in and hosted for Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor at Liz’s request. La 
Taylor is still recovering from 
brain surgery. 

The St. Petersburg Times last 
week announced it will immedi¬ 
ately begin offering health insur¬ 
ance coverage to permanent part¬ 
ners of gay and lesbian employees. 
In Florida? Does the multiply- 
bankrupt Anita Bryant know 
about this? 

Democrats in Sacramento are 
telling me that former Assembly- 
man (and ex-Sacto Mayor) Phil 
Isenberg will likely run for the 
6th State Senate District seat there 
next year after incumbent Leroy 
Greene is “termed out.” 

In San Jose, Councilwoman 
Margie Fernandes is said to be 
the early favorite to succeed out¬ 
going Mayor Susan Hammer 
next year. 

Outgoing City Treasurer Mary 
Callanan, who will retire at the 
end of 1997 after 33 years in local 
government, will be sorely missed 
at SF’s City Hall. Public officials 
don’t come any nicer. 

Dee Dee Myers, former 
White House press secretary and 
CNN talk show host who recently 
moved back to LA, was visiting 
friends here this past weekend. 

My Quote of the Week is from 
former Supe Angela Alioto. Dur¬ 
ing a recent interview with the San 
Jose Mercury News , she declared, 
“I want, with my heart and soul, to 
be mayor of San Francisco. God 
knows I tried. I will try again 
someday. It’s in my blood.” T

Newsweek does its 
own gender limbo

F ollowing on the heels of 
several other articles about 
intersex people in major 
newspapers, the May 19 
Newsweek features “Gender 
Limbo,” a discussion of the med¬ 
ical, political and personal debate 
around surgically altering babies 
with “ambiguous” genitals. The 
article reflects the growing skepti¬ 
cism about the standard proce¬ 
dure of doctors imposing either a 
male or female genitalia and 
identity if an infant does not 
have a clear gender. Several 
intersex people who are 
advocating a reform of 
the system are inter¬ 
viewed, including Kira 
Triea of Hermaphro¬ 
dites With Attitude and 
Cheryl Chase, director 
of the Intersex Society 
of North America. 

“Though [the advo¬ 
cates] lack political clout,” author 
Geoffrey Cowley writes, “they’re 
exposing flaws in a cherished 
medical doctrine. Most physicians 
say the operations are usually suc¬ 
cessful. Unfortunately, there is lit¬ 
tle if any research to back that as¬ 
sertion.” Cowley also notes how 
recent the phenomenon is: “Inter- 
sexuals have been persecuted in 
some societies, revered in others. 
But until 40 years ago, no one 
gave much thought to ‘fixing’ 
them.” Now, the article says, it has 
become so much the norm that 
many adults who underwent such 
procedures are warning against 
the ways they and their families 
were treated, and the pressure that 
medical professionals exert on 
families nowadays to go through 
with the procedure. Chase “says 
she was not only denied informa¬ 
tion as a child but was lied to by 
doctors when she later tried to 
obtain her medical records.” Fi¬ 
nally, the article notes that “de¬ 
spite their sometimes angry 
rhetoric, the activists and their 
supporters have a fairly modest 
agenda. They want physicians to 
delay surgery until their patients 
can make some informed choic¬ 
es.” 

The Newsweek article not only 
articulates the new movement of 
intersex people to challenge the 
assumption that such surgeries 
are needed, but also the larger 
context of the rights of people to 
make choices about their own 
destiny versus the power of so- 
called authorities. Cowley adds to 
an evolving body of work in the 
media on intersex issues, and the 
article will bring new pressure on 
medical professionals to dialogue 
with intersex people and allies. 

Please commend Newsweek for 
tackling this complicated subject 
with sophistication and an appre¬ 
ciation for the very real people in¬ 
volved in the intersex struggle.

Two magazines look at 
‘spree killer”s sexual 
orientation 

As media around the country 
continue to cover Andrew Cu- 
nanan as the primary suspect of a 
series of brutal murders, most 


have focused on the killings them¬ 
selves as well as his life, but others 
have obsessed over his sexual ori¬ 
entation. The May 19 issues of 
both Newsweek and Time report 
on Cunanan, but while Time 
sticks primarily to the facts, 
Newsweek' s article begins with 
voyeuristic details about his being 
an openly gay teenager. “At the 
Bishop’s school in the posh San 
Diego suburb of La Jolla, Andrew 
Cunanan was regarded as way 
over the top. An openly gay 
teenager, he would whistle at the 
boys on the water polo team, and 
he once came to a school dance in 
a tight red jumpsuit with an 
older man as his date. The 
yearbook voted him 
‘Least Likely to Be For¬ 
gotten.’ Indeed. Last 
week Cunanan, a sus¬ 
pect in a string of mur¬ 
ders, became the sub¬ 
ject of a nationwide 
manhunt.” Additional¬ 
ly, while the Time arti¬ 
cle identifies him as a 
“party boy,” the sub¬ 
head of the Newsweek article im¬ 
mediately identifies Cunanan as 
“a gay socialite.” 

While the Time article recog¬ 
nizes Cunanan’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion, it is placed in a reasonable 
context as simply another facet of 
his identity. The Newsweek article, 
on the other hand, by repeatedly 
fixating on his being gay, as well as 
leading off the story with seem¬ 
ingly irrelevant details about his 
high school years, seems to be try¬ 
ing to tie the murders specifically 
to his sexual orientation. In doing 
so, Newsweek not only does a dis¬ 
service to gay people, but seems to 
imply that being openly gay, flam¬ 
boyant and “least likely to be for¬ 
gotten” in high school somehow 
foreshadowed the current state of 
affairs. It is as offensive and ab¬ 
surd as it would be to dwell on his 
Filipino ethnicity as a “reason” for 
killing. 

Please write Newsweek at the 
address listed above, and let it 
know that the article is sensation¬ 
alist and offensive- and that as an 
ostensibly “objective” news¬ 
magazine, the article’s clear bias 
against gay people in general has 
no place in its pages.

Women I Sport premiere 
issue illustrates 
homophobia 

In the Spring 1997 issue of 
WomenlSport , Sports Illustrateds 
long-awaited woman athlete-ori¬ 
ented magazine, Olympic softball 
team member Dot Richardson 
describes her years of hurt and 
disappointment, caused by peo¬ 
ple’s presumptions that as an ath¬ 
letic woman she must be a les¬ 
bian. As early as seventh grade, 
Richardson felt “crushed” when a 
friend called her a lesbian during 
an argument, “freaked” when a 
teammate came out to her in 10th 
grade, and later in college ran 
“sobbing” out of her room when 
another good friend who was gay 
asked Richardson to “consider her 
sexual views,” which Richardson 
characterized as a sexual advance. 
Richardson states that the stereo¬ 
typing of female athletes as les¬ 
bians “has been one of the biggest 
hindrances to the development of 
women in sports” because parents 
don’t want “insinuations,” so they 
keep their daughters off playing 
fields. 

While Richardson claims to 
have moved beyond judging her 
lesbian teammate (“Wasn’t she 
still a good ballplayer, a good 
teammate, a good person?”), her 
article stereotypes lesbians as 
women who “wanted to be 
[boys],” denies lesbian sexuality as 
“not really sex,” and calls being la¬ 
beled a lesbian “poison.” Richard¬ 
son maintains that it’s the possi¬ 
bility of being called a lesbian that 
keeps gifted women athletes from 
developing, not her and society’s 
homophobia and discomfort with 
women who happen to love other 
women and who challenge gender 
stereotypes. 

Write Women\Sport and tell 
them that including an anti-les¬ 
bian article in their premier issue 
is a cowardly way of denying les¬ 
bians a level playing field in the 
arena of women’s athletics.

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Is there a monogamy gene?

re you having a hard time 
finding a partner whose 
I sexual interests exactly 
match yours? Who wants to do 
the same things as you want to do, 
at the times and places you want 
to do them? And who has the 
same commitment to monogamy 
as you have, or conversely, has the 
same roving eye? 

The fact is, every individual is 
sexually unique. Just characteriz¬ 
ing people as male or female, gay 


or straight, does no justice to the 
infinite diversity of sexual desire. 
You may comb the world for the 
ideal mate, but any sexual rela¬ 
tionship between two real human 
beings is going to require some 
compromise, some give-and-take. 

How do biologists explain this 
diversity? Dean Hamer, the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute scientist 
who in 1993 brought us the “gay 
gene,” took a stab at answering 
this question at a recent confer¬ 
ence on biology and sexuality 
held at Harvard University. The 
conference was organized by 
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Bodtj 
Electric 


queer student activists Jane 
Aceituno and Brian Altenburg. 

Hamer believes that many 
genes influence our feelings, per¬ 
sonality, and behavior, and that 
the assortment of genes we receive 
at conception helps give us each 
our unique sexuality. By way of 
example he focused on two genes 
that, according to his 
own research, con¬ 
tribute to our sexual 
make-up in interesting ways. 

One influences how frequent¬ 
ly we like to engage in sex, 
while the other influences how 
many different partners 
we like to have sex 
with. 

Both the genes 
control the manufac¬ 
ture of molecules in¬ 
volved in neurotransmission - the 
chemical communication be¬ 
tween brain cells that takes place 
at synapses. The gene that influ¬ 
ences sexual frequency codes for a 
molecule that carries the neuro¬ 
transmitter serotonin into brain 
cells - it’s called the serotonin 
transporter. The gene that influ¬ 
ences the preferred number of 
sexual partners codes for a recep¬ 
tor (or molecular target) for the 
neurotransmitter dopamine. 

The serotonin transporter 
gene comes in two slightly differ¬ 
ent forms: a “long” form and a 
“short” form. Since people have 
two copies of each chromosome, 
any individual can have two short 
genes, two long genes, or one of 
each. Hamer compared individu¬ 
als who had two short genes with 
those who had two long genes. He

found that individuals with two 
short genes like to have sex once a 
week or more frequently, while in¬ 
dividuals with two long genes 
liked to have sex less than once a 
week. 

The dopamine receptor gene 
also comes in long and short 
forms. Hamer reported that indi¬ 
viduals with the long 
form of the gene 
are more inter¬ 
ested in having a variety of 
sex partners, and in per¬ 
forming unusual sexual acts 
with them, than are individuals 
with the short form. 
And people with the 
long form, according 
to Hamer’s data, are 
more likely to experi¬ 
ment with the “non¬ 
preferred” sex: if they identify as 
heterosexual, they will try a gay 
fling from time to time, and if 
they identify as gay, they like an 
occasional dose of straight sex. In 
spite of this interest in sexual di¬ 
versity, individuals with the long 
form of the dopamine receptor 
gene do not desire to have sex any 
more frequently than those with 
the short form. 

Neither of these genes is exclu¬ 
sively concerned with sex. The 
dopamine receptor gene, for ex¬ 
ample, is believed to influence a 
general personality trait called 
“novelty-seeking” or “sensation¬ 
seeking” behavior. A desire for a 
variety of sexual partners is sim¬ 
ply the expression of that general 
novelty-seeking trait in the sexual 
domain. 

There are still more than 
50,000 human genes that remain 
to be identified and studied. Many 
of these are likely to influence our 
mental life in one way or another. 
So the idea that each baby comes 
preloaded with a unique package 


of personality traits - an idea 
strongly held by many parents - is 
likely to be strengthened by future 
genetic discoveries. 

But no-one - least of all Dean 
Hamer - is saying that genes are 
the whole story of human diversi¬ 
ty, either in the sexual domain or 
in any other aspect of our lives. 
Genes may predispose us to cer¬ 
tain desires and certain behaviors, 
but the final outcome of individ¬ 
ual development depends also on 
the environment in which those 
genes are expressed. At the Har¬ 
vard conference, William Byne, a 
perennial critic of simplistic bio¬ 
logical theories of sexuality, illus¬ 
trated this point with drawings of 
plant seedlings grown at different 
altitudes: at sea level, plant A 
might grow taller than plant B, 
because of genetic differences be¬ 
tween them, but transplant both 
plants to the mountains and plant 
B might grow taller than A. Genes 
influencing human sexuality, 
Byne argued, might likewise have 
different effects depending on the 
circumstances a person grows up 
in. It will be a long and difficult 
quest to understand how genes 
interact with each other and with 
the environment to create sexual¬ 
ly unique human beings. T

Gay activists for 
clone rights

group of gay activists see 
the new breakthroughs in 
I animal cloning technology 
as a path toward same-sex repro¬ 
duction. Ann Northrop, a colum¬ 
nist for LGNY, a New York gay 
newspaper, says the possibility of 
human cloning is interesting to 
gay men and lesbians because “in 
a time when we’re afraid that dis¬ 
covery of a genetic basis [for ho¬ 
mosexuality] would lead to peo¬ 
ple aborting us, cloning would be 
a way of surviving.” And “this has 
the potential of giving women 
complete control over reproduc¬ 
tion .. .a stunning possibility that 
could, carried to its logical ex¬ 
treme, eliminate men altogether.” 

Randolfe Wicker, a New York 
businessman, founded the Clone 
Rights United Front after reports 
of the successful cloning of a lamb 
from an adult sheep. About 15 
members of the group demon¬ 
strated in Greenwich Village to 
protest a proposed bill that would 
make human cloning a felony in 
New York. “We’re fighting for re¬ 
search,” Wicker says, “and we’re 
defending people’s reproductive 
rights... .1 realize my clone would 
be my identical twin, and my 
identicaHwin has a right to be 
born.” 


Not all gay men and lesbians 
agree. “The gay community is a 
diverse community,” says Kim 
Mills of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, a gay civil rights group that 
hasn’t taken a position on cloning. 
“There are many different voices.” 

The issue is being debated on 
the Internet, where a forum on a 
gay electronic magazine’s website, 
http://gaytoday.badpuppy.com, is 
devoted to it. 

“There is no consensus in 
favor of human cloning,” says 
website editor Jack Nichols, but 
“it’s building in that direction. It’s 
new to all of us. It’s like jumping 
in the air into chaos. If we don’t 
close our minds, I’m sure we’ll 
land safely.” 

Meanwhile, a number of lead¬ 
ing scientists and ethicists testified 
at a congressional hearing on rea¬ 
sons why human cloning should 
not be pursued. However, tech¬ 
nology subcommittee chair¬ 
woman Constance Morelia (R- 
MD) cautioned against rushing to 
pass a cloning ban into law, con¬ 
sidering potential benefits from 
animal cloning research. 

“We must be careful not to 
outlaw or restrict potentially pos¬ 
itive scientific developments with 
overly prescriptive legislation 
aimed at aspects of cloning which 
we do not support or condone, 
such as human cloning,” Morelia 
said. ▼

Two new studies add 
to medical pot debate

T wo recently released studies 
add fuel to the debate over 
the safety and effectiveness 
of medical marijuana. The drug is 
been used as a therapy for AIDS- 
related appetite loss and wasting, 
chemotherapy-induced nausea, 
glaucoma, pain, and certain spas¬ 
tic disorders. 

The first study, conducted by 
researchers affiliated with Kaiser 
Permanent health plan, found that 
smoking marijuana - in this case 
for recreational purposes - was 
not associated with an increased 
risk of death. In this study, report¬ 
ed in the May 14th issue of the 
American Journal of Public Health, 
Dr. Stephen Sidney and colleagues 
examined ten years’ worth of mor¬ 
tality data for over 65,000 Bay 
Area health plan members, mak¬ 
ing it one of the largest marijuana 
studies ever undertaken. 

For both women and men, the 
death rate of marijuana users was 
similar to that of cigarette smok¬ 
ers. Women who smoked mari¬ 
juana had a lower death rate than 
women who drank alcohol, but in 
men the death rate was higher 
among marijuana smokers than 
among alcohol drinkers. 

The study found that smoking 


marijuana was associated with an 
increase in AIDS-related deaths, 
but the researchers attributed this 
to confounding factors, since the 
death rate among non-marijua¬ 
na-smoking people with AIDS 
was similar. 

Follow-up research is under¬ 
way to determine whether mari¬ 
juana use is associated with non- 
fatal health problems such as res¬ 
piratory illness. The researchers 
did note that marijuana use is as¬ 
sociated with impaired driving 
ability and may lead to psycho¬ 
logical dependence. 

Sidney and colleagues stated 
that while marijuana use itself is 
not associated with death, the 
criminalization of the drug may 
be a “health hazard,” since it may 
expose users to violence. They 
suggest that medical guidelines 
regarding the prudent use of the 
marijuana should be established, 
and recommend further research 
on the medicinal use of the drug, 
given the “reasonable evidence” 
for its medical effectiveness. 

Anti-drug think 
tank study 

In contrast, the second study, 
conducted by Dr. Eric Voth and 
Dr. Richard Schwartz, found that 
whole smoked marijuana was not 
an effective therapy. This study 


was a review of past research on 
medicinal marijuana usage. The 
doctors are affiliated with the In¬ 
ternational Drug Strategy Insti¬ 
tute, an anti-drug think tank. The 
study was published in the May 
14th issue of the Annals of Inter¬ 
nal Medicine. 

Voth and Schwartz compared 
whole smoked marijuana to dron¬ 
abinol (brand name Marinol), an 
oral formulation of THC, the 
major psychoactive component of 
cannabis. The researchers conclud¬ 
ed that evidence does not favor the 
use of smoked marijuana, and 
found that the oral THC derivative 
was more effective in treating nau¬ 
sea and stimulating appetite. 

Many patients and physicians 
prefer smoked marijuana to oral 
THC because it is easier to control 
the dosage and because side ef¬ 
fects may be milder. Voth and 
Schwartz concluded that neither 
smoked marijuana nor oral THC 
can be considered beneficial when 
side effects - including intoxica¬ 
tion - are taken into account. 

The Voth and Schwartz find¬ 
ings are in conflict with those of 
several past studies. The federal 
government announced this win¬ 
ter that it would allocate a million 
dollars to conduct a comprehen¬ 
sive review of medical marijuana 
research. ▼

in ten years.” But he believes “a 
challenge is the right way to put it. 
We didn’t want to trivialize it.” 

The science 

Clinton’s analogy to the moon 
project may be a good sound bite, 
but it is not an accurate compari¬ 
son. In that instance we already 
possessed the scientific and me¬ 
chanical knowledge necessary to 
accomplish the task. Kennedy’s 
challenge was to summon the po¬ 
litical and economic will of the 
nation to do so. 

Developing an AIDS vaccine is 
quite different, for we are taking a 
leap of discovery, not one of im¬ 
plementation. The uncertainty is 
apparent in the handful of radical¬ 
ly different approaches researchers 
are taking as to where and how to 
intervene to prevent infection. It 
indicates how little consensus 
there is, and how much basic 
study of HIV remains to be done. 

There are six known strains of 
HIV, and the highly unstable virus 
is constantly mutating, creating 
variations within each strain. This 
is the varied, evolving foe a vac¬ 
cine must protect against. Right 
now we simply don’t know how a 
vaccine can work under those 
conditions. It has led some scien¬ 
tists to fear it is impossible. It has 
led many pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies to drop their efforts towards 
developing a vaccine, as they see 
foresee no profit coming from 
their investment. 

Then there is the slippery slope 
of definition: How does one de¬ 
fine “success?” The model most 
Americans know is that of the 
polio vaccine, where children are 
inoculated, protection is 99.9 per¬ 
cent effective, and side effects are 
minuscule. 

Some researchers believe that 
vaccines currently in development 
may offer 30 percent protection 
for HIV. That is clearly not ac¬ 


ceptable in the United States, 
where the prevalence of the virus 
is relative low (1 million people in 
a population of 270 million), the 
ability to reduce new infections is 
relatively easy and inexpensive, 
and the current standard of pro¬ 
tection for vaccines is very high. 

But a vaccine of such limited 
effectiveness might be acceptable 
in Third World countries where 
HIV infects close to half the pop¬ 
ulation and sheer poverty pre¬ 
cludes massive spending on 
healthcare. From a strictly public 
health perspective, such a vaccine 
might save literally thousands of 
lives and begin to limit the spread 
of the epidemic. 


There is also the dilemma of 
not knowing the long-term con¬ 
sequences of such a vaccine. They 
include the very real possibility 
that it could result in the infection 
of individuals with HIV, not their 
protection from it. 

Researchers and the Advisory 
Council suggested creation of a 
body to look at the moral, ethical, 
and legal questions embedded in 
a possible vaccine for HIV. The 
President has yet to move on that 
aspect. 

Reactions 

Well-known AIDS researcher 
Dr. Robert Gallo questioned the 
extent of Clinton’s commitment. 
He told USA Today, “If you really 
wanted a crash program, you’d 
have to have five or six centers fo¬ 
cusing on nothing else.” 

The always acerbic play¬ 
wright/activist Larry Kramer told 
the Washington Post that the pres¬ 
ident’s speech was “more cheap 


talk. ... It’s an easy promise. He’s 
just switching NIH funds from 
Column A to Column B - what I 
call Chinese restaurant account¬ 
ing.” 

“Show me the money,” said 
Steve Michael with ACT 
UP/Washington. He echoed the 
sentiment expressed more diplo¬ 
matically by every other AIDS or¬ 
ganization. There is an underlying 
fear that increased funding for 
vaccine research might come at 
the expense of funding for re¬ 
search on treatment and for care 
for those already infected. 

The Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC) applauded the initiative 
and called on the president to 


support a supplemental appropri¬ 
ation now before Congress that 
would add $68 million for AIDS 
Drug Assistance Programs 
(ADAP). The White House has 
not publicly indicated its support 
of that effort. 

Meanwhile, Clinton continues 
to refuse to do things that can be 
done right now to prevent new in¬ 
fections in this country. They in¬ 
clude lifting the federal funding 
ban on needle exchange programs 
and more effective prevention ef¬ 
forts. 

It is statistically likely that 
some of the graduating seniors 
and their family members in the 
audience listening to his speech 
could have been spared their HIV 
infection had the president imple¬ 
mented those changes at the start 
of his administration. Instead, 
four years later, we have a vaccine 
initiative that may have an im¬ 
pact, in other countries, many 
years from now. ▼

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Debate over women’s 
studies at SFSU 

Lesbian staff may be without courses

he women’s studies depart¬ 
ment at San Francisco State 
I University (SFSU) is under¬ 
going some changes in an effort to 
get another tenure-track professor 
that may leave some openly les¬ 
bian lecturers without courses this 
fall. While some argue that the 
move is being made to get rid of 
lesbian focus courses in the de¬ 
partment, Nancy McDermid, 
Dean of the College of Humani¬ 
ties, told the B.A.R. the issue is re¬ 
ally one of adding another tenure- 
track professor who can teach 
graduate level courses. 

Lecturers, several of whom are 
lesbian, are temporary employees, 
McDermid said, with their work 
dependent on the budget and en¬ 
rollment. In recent years, the lec¬ 
turers have had work in part be¬ 
cause one or more of the tenured 
professors in the department have 
been on leave, meaning the 
money for their salaries can shift 
to the lecturers. 

“The tenured people in 
women’s studies kept going on 
leave,” said McDermid. “It was 
misleading. Other departments 
were slashing lecturers.” 

Lesbian lecturer Merle Woo 
disagreed with McDermid’s state¬ 
ment that there will be a lesbian 
focus class taught through the 
women’s studies department this 
fall; the lesbians in literature class 
is cross-listed in both human sex¬ 
uality and the women’s studies 
departments. 

“That’s just not true,” Woo told 
the B.A.R. “Human sexuality is 
paying for it.” 

Countered McDermid, “In the 
past, there have probably been 


only two courses that have the 
word lesbian in the title. Lesbian¬ 
ism and sexuality remains a 
strong emphasis in the curricu¬ 
lum.” 

Credibility 

McDermid said that historical¬ 
ly, the women’s studies depart¬ 
ment was built on lecturers. Over 
the years, however, the women’s 
studies department became part 
of the institution. “If we wanted 
credibility, we had to begin think¬ 
ing of one to two tenure-track po¬ 
sitions.” 

That number has now grown 
to five, although one will just be 
teaching one semester, McDermid 
said. 

Woo and McDermid agreed 
that the state budget cuts in 1992 
are what led to the current dis¬ 
pute. Woo maintains that the 
budget cuts “perpetuated a trend 
of getting rid of lecturers,” and 


that lecturers have been eliminat¬ 
ed from the decision-making 
process. 

Inderpal Grewal, women’s 
studies department chair, de¬ 
clined to talk with the B.A.R., but 
McDermid defended her, saying 
she is committed to the depart¬ 
ment and extending the focus of 
women’s studies to include inter¬ 
national perspectives. 

Woo said that although she 
will be teaching the lesbians in lit¬ 
erature course that’s cross-listed 
in the human sexuality depart¬ 
ment, if she doesn’t get another 
course to teach, she’ll lose her 
benefits. “We’ve started a cam¬ 
paign to get people to call and 
write,” Woo said, adding that they 
have union support, too. 

“My classes have been full in 
19 years of teaching there. Now, I 
maybe fired without pension, so¬ 
cial security, or health insurance,” 
she said. ▼

QED-TV will air Their 
Own Vietnam , lesbian 
filmmaker Nancy Kates’s 
award-winning short documen¬ 
tary on the experiences of five 
American women during the 
Vietnam era conflict - including a 
lesbian couple who met during 
the war and are still partners - 
this Sunday, May 25 at 9 p.m. and 
Monday at 7:30 p.m. 

The 23-minute 16-millimeter 
film documentary has received a 
variety of awards, including a 

1995 Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences Student Acade¬ 
my Award in Documentary (Gold 
Medal), and was screened at the 

1996 Sundance Film Festival. The 
documentary was also Kates’s 
1995 thesis for a Master’s Degree 
in Communications from Stan¬ 
ford University. 

The film explores the day-to- 


day impact of the Vietnam War 
on five women, and interpolates 
interviews with the women with 
rare archival footage from the 
Vietnam era, including home 
movies and still photography, plus 
footage shot in Washington, DC 
on Veteran’s Day 1993, when the 
Vietnam Women’s Memorial was 
dedicated. 

The women’s moving and 
often harrowing stories are juxta¬ 
posed with Department of De¬ 
fense footage promoting Vietnam 
service as “an exciting and fim ca¬ 
reer opportunity for women.” 

‘They needed the bodies’ 

Their Own Vietnam includes a 
groundbreaking interview with Sue 
Storm and Kay Milliken, a lesbian 
couple who met as nurses during 
the war and are still together, and is 
the first discussion of lesbian/gay 
issues in any documentary about 
the war, according to Kates. 

Although there are no official 


statistics, Kates says she believes 
that between 20 and 25 percent of 
the servicemembers in Vietnam 
were gay or lesbian. 

“The military doesn’t really 
know. The military really didn’t 
care, because basically they need¬ 
ed the bodies,” she told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Kates, who has a background 
in journalism, has produced five 
short documentaries, including 
Joining the Tribe, Married People, 
Going to Extremes, and Castro 
Cowboy, a short documentary 
about the late Christen Haren, 
who died of AIDS last year. Dur¬ 
ing his career, Haren was a model 
for the Marlboro Man. 

Their Own Vietnam features 
original music by Michael Lande 
and traditional Vietnamese film 
music collected by ethnomusicol- 
ogist Dr. Phong Thuyet Ngyuen 
of Ohio’s Kent State University.

Gay law student receives scholarship

I rma L. Moreno has joined the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel

In this capacity, 
Moreno will bring ALRP’s critical 
legal help to people living with 
HIV in Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties. 

ALRP has dramatically ex¬ 
panded its East Bay outreach over 
the last year because of a grant 
from United Way’s Community 
Impact Fund, said Ron Hypolite, 
ALRP’s client services director. 

Moreno, a bilingual Oakland 
native, has four years of experi¬ 
ence as a staff attorney at the Legal 
Aid Society of Alameda County. 
She also brings with her an exper¬ 
tise in family law and experience 
serving indigent and low-income 
clients. 

“We are very pleased that Irma 
has joined our staff,” Hypolite 
said. “With Ms. Moreno’s pres¬ 
ence, ALRP promises unprece¬ 
dented access to legal help for 
people with HIV/AIDS in the East 


Bay, especially those who have tra¬ 
ditionally been underserved in 
this epidemic.” 

ALRP’s programs address the 
urgent legal needs of people living 
with HIV/AIDS, including: insur¬ 
ance, wills, powers of attorney, 
disability benefits, employment, 
housing, and child guardianship. 
Moreno will provide legal services 
at AIDS Project of the East Bay in 
Oakland three days a week. In ad¬ 
dition to this drop-in service, she 
will also hold legal clinics at the 
Tranquilium Center in Rich¬ 
mond, Valley AIDS Project in 
Pleasanton, and Tri-City Health 
Centers in Fremont and Hayward. 

Hypolite said that in the last 
ten years, ALRP and its network 
of volunteer attorneys have assist¬ 
ed nearly 4,000 people living with 
HIV in Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties. ▼

Miller to announce Sec’y 
of State candidacy again

ormer Acting California 
Ip Secretary of State Tony 
I Miller disclosed in an exclu¬ 
sive interview with Bay Area Re¬ 
porter this week that he is ready to 
formally announce his candidacy 
for the office of Secretary of State 
of California. 

The announcement will be 
made at a press reception at 
Miller’s temporary headquarters 
on Sacramento’s K Street Wednes¬ 
day, May 28.

“Having that information 
available to the public is way over¬ 
due.” Miller said he intends to 
carry out the will of the public as 
expressed in the campaign reform 
initiative in the last election. 

In rapid-fire sentences he out¬ 
lined a number of issues that he 
will address in his campaign. 

“I want to remove the barriers 
to voting,” he said. “We need elec¬ 
tion reform. We have to make vot¬ 
ing by mail, voting on weekends, 
and Voting Day registration avail-

able, and it will be up to me as the 
Chief Elections Officer in the 
State of California to implement 
that.”

R ill Ambrunn, an openly gay 
legislative aide for Latina 
lesbian San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor Susan Leal, has resigned 
and will most likely look for work 
in the private sector. Ambrunn’s 
departure was amicable, and he 
told the B.A.R. that he and Leal 
continue to talk frequently about 
various topics. 

Leal, who announced last 
month that she’s running for City 
Treasurer in November, com¬ 
mended Ambrunn for over two 
years of working for her. 

“I’ve been very lucky and have 
had two very, very good people,” 
Leal said of Ambrunn and former 
aide Bevin Dufty, who preceded 
Ambrunn and worked nearly two 
years for the supervisor. “They are 
both good staff people.” 

Dufty now works in Mayor 
Willie Brown’s office. 

Two years is a long time, in 
board parlance, for staffers, Leal 
told the B.A.R. “The average 
tenure of staff members is nine or 
ten months.” 

During his employment, 
which started in late 1994, Am¬ 
brunn picked up a number of 
projects that Dufty worked on 
with Leal. Perhaps the most suc¬ 
cessful of those is the supervisor’s 
red light camera program, Am¬ 
brunn said. He worked closely 
with Leal and other supervisors as 
the legislation wound its way 
through the board. 

In the gay community, Am¬ 
brunn said that one of the things 
that has impressed him with Leal 
is her insistence on inclusion, par-

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HRC lesbian and gay advisory committee 
votes on Gender Identity Disorder

A t the May 20 meeting of the 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Advisory 
Committee (LGBTAC) to the 
Human Rights Commission 
(HRC), members voted to adopt 
the report of the Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender, Queer and 
Questioning (LGBTQQ) Youth 
Task Force, after a change in 
wording addressed community 
concerns about the use of the 
Gender Identity Disorder (GID) 
diagnosis in children. 

Among the findings included 
in the original report was one 
which read, “The psychiatric pro¬ 
fession abuses LGBTQQ youth 
through the diagnosis of Gender 
Identity Disorder. Since homosex¬ 
uality was removed from the Di¬ 
agnostic and Statistical Manual as 
a pathology, mental health profes¬ 
sionals have turned to Gender 
Identity Disorder to pathologize 
and institutionalize LGBTQQ 
youth.” 

Some members of the queer 
community claim that the GID 
diagnosis is used to nonconsensu- 
ally impose therapies that attempt 
to change the identity of youth 
who do not conform to hetero¬ 
sexuality and traditional gender 
roles. They want to see GID re¬ 
moved from the Diagnostic and 
Statistical Manual (DSM), the 
compendium of recognized psy¬ 


chiatric disorders. 

Others assert that a GID diag¬ 
nosis is the only means by which 
many young transgendered peo¬ 
ple can access therapies such as 
hormones and sex reassignment 
surgery (SRS), and want to retain 
the diagnosis. Attendees at Tues¬ 
day’s meeting heard impassioned 
testimony from both sides of the 
controversy. 

Shannon Minter stated that 
queer youth are often forced to 
undergo treatment to “modify 
cross-gender behavior.” There are 
no official statistics regarding the 
use of the GID diagnosis, but 
Minter is familiar with 12 cases. 
Usually, youth are admitted to in¬ 
stitutions with multiple diag¬ 
noses, including suicidality, de¬ 
pression, and substance abuse. 
Minter opposes forced treatment, 
but favors maintaining the diag¬ 
nosis as the only route for many 
older transgender youth to obtain 
services. 

Minter proposed substitute 
wording for the report which 
omits language that only focuses 
on the abuse potential of GID. 
Minter also suggested adding an¬ 
other finding that emphasizes the 
lack of services for transgender 
youth. Minter proposed two re¬ 
worded recommendations. 

The first “mandates education 
about the health and mental 
health issues of transgender 
youth” for healthcare providers 
receiving city funds, including ed¬ 


ucation about the misuse of the 
GID diagnosis. It also recom¬ 
mends that providers should 
“limit the diagnosis of GID to 
self-identified transgendered and 
transsexual adults, and transgen¬ 
dered and transsexual youth who 
are unable to receive hormone 
therapy and/or SRS without the 
diagnosis.” 

The original wording had lim¬ 
ited GID-related funding to trans¬ 
sexual adults only. The second 
recommendation is to fund health 
services for transgendered and 
transsexual youth, and to spend 
no city funds on “mental health 
treatments or programs which 
use GID or any other diagnosis to 
administer involuntary or un¬ 
wanted counseling, psychiatric 
medication, behavior modifica¬ 
tion, or other mental health treat¬ 
ments designed to change or ma¬ 
nipulate a youth’s actual or per¬ 
ceived homosexuality, bisexuality, 
transsexualism or transgen- 
derism.” The original wording 
recommended not spending city 
funds on any program which uses 
a GID diagnosis to treat homo¬ 
sexuality, bisexuality, or transgen- 
derism. 

Proof of diagnosis 

Daphne Scholinski related her 
experience being “locked up” for 
four years at the age of 15 because 
of a “failure to identify as a sexual 
female.” Scholinski presented her 
medical records to show that GID 


was indeed listed as her diagnosis; 
some GID proponents have de¬ 
nied that GID is ever used as a 
basis of forced psychiatric treat¬ 
ment. 

Lynn also experienced forced 
institutionalization for gender 
non-conformity. She was sent to a 
hospital in Utah, where she un¬ 
derwent six months of aversion 
therapy. Her forced ‘treatment’ 
consisted of learning about make¬ 
up and hair styling and how to re¬ 
late to boys. She says she was di¬ 
agnosed with GID “because I’m 
gay and had a relationship with a 
girl.” She stated that half of her 
fellow patients were also gay 
youth. 

Vicky Campbell noted that 
while some psychiatrists may in¬ 
deed use the diagnosis inappro¬ 
priately, the DSM clearly states 
that forced treatment is an inap¬ 
propriate use of GID. She stated 
that some in the gay and lesbian 
community “love to pretend that 
there is no such thing as gender 
dysphoria,” seeing it as simply a 
“kinky lifestyle.” She stated that 
on the issue of transgenderism, 
the queer community can be “just 
as clueless” as anyone else. 

Campbell pointed out that the 
Tom Waddell Clinic, which has 
one of the most well-regarded 
transgender programs in the 
country, “uses the diagnosis all 
the time” to allow for MediCal 
coverage, and concluded that if 
she had not received hormones 


thanks to a GID diagnosis at the 
age of 19, she “would not have 
lived to 20 ” 

Camille Maran asserted that 
the GID diagnosis in children is 
nothing more than “homophobia 
and genocide against queer chil¬ 
dren and gay people.” She told the 
Bay Area Reporter that “boys have 
a human right to be their natural¬ 
ly feminine selves,” and said that 
GID was “all about misogyny and 
homophobia.” 

The final public comment was 
given by Christine Tayleur, who 
asserted that hospitalization on 
the basis of GID is “extremely 
rare.” Based on years of working 
in the field and reviewing charts, 
Tayleur said that the abuse of the 
GID diagnosis “isn’t happening.” 
If psychiatric abuse occurs, it is 
necessary to deal with the abuse, 
not blame the diagnosis. Tayleur 
“strongly protested” an attempt 
by the committee to adopt the re¬ 
port, stating repeatedly that “the 
HRC has no business defining 
clinical practice.” When she re¬ 
fused to yield the floor, Tayleur 
was removed by security, the first 
time the committee has had to re¬ 
sort to this measure. 

Following public comment, 
committee members decided by 
consensus to adopt the task force 
report with Minter’s substitute 
language. The report will now go 
before the Health Commission to 
be discussed at its June 12 meet¬ 
ing. ▼

efforts must “influence people so 
that they will decide for them¬ 
selves to be safe.” He lauded bath¬ 
houses with private spaces as 
places where gay men can “create 
intimacy,” whereas group envi¬ 
rons “make us behave like ani¬ 
mals.” Dana Van Gorder, the DPH 
liaison to the queer community, 
said that although he believes sex 
clubs “can play an important role 
in HIV prevention,” they can also 
“play a destructive role.” He does 
not believe that sex clubs are “sa¬ 
cred institutions” that create inti¬ 
macy, and thinks the community 
must build other institutions to 
serve that purpose. Saying that he 
speaks for many gay men who will 
not speak out themselves for fear¬ 
ing of being branded as “traitors 
to their community,” Van Gorder 
stated that he finds the current 
arrangement codified in the DPH 
regulations to be “a reasonable 
and responsible gesture to the re¬ 
alities of this epidemic.” 

This meeting was the first in 
which members of the Health 
Commission publicly stated their 
opinion on sex club regulation. 
Commissioner Roma Guy said 
she “didn’t see how we can build a 
consensus for unregulated bath¬ 
houses, “ although she was willing 
to continue to work with the 
community on the issue. Com¬ 
missioner Ron Hill agreed with 
Guy, stating that he supported the 
DPH guidelines. 

Katz on selective 
enforcement 

In response to a question from 
the committee, AIDS Office direc¬ 
tor Dr. Mitch Katz spoke to the 
issue of selective enforcement. 
The DPH has been accused of en¬ 
forcing the regulations only 
against gay sex clubs; an earlier list 
of establishments to be inspected 
included ten that cater to gay men 
and one that caters to a mixed 
heterosexual/ bisexual/ transgen¬ 
der clientele. In fact, the absence 
of heterosexual establishments on 
the list is more a reflection of the 
lack of straight sex clubs than an 
indication of a biased DPH policy. 
A look at the Spectator , an adult 
newspaper catering to heterosex¬ 
uals, reveals a couple of swing 
clubs outside the city limits, but 
no sex clubs along the lines of 
Eros or Blow Buddies. Noting that 
“there have been such clubs at 
times, although they have not 
been widely frequented,” Katz 
stated that the DPH policy does 
not make distinctions based on 
the gender or orientation of a 
club’s clientele, and would be en¬ 
forced against all relevant estab¬ 
lishments equally. 

Katz went on to clarify confu¬ 
sion regarding venues such as hot 
tub facilities, saunas, and massage 
parlors. While acknowledging that 
sex does in fact occur in these 
places, Katz said that the DPH reg¬ 
ulations only apply to public estab¬ 


lishments were sex is legally per¬ 
mitted, that is, self-identified sex 
clubs. Massage parlors and strip 
clubs are regulated under “much 
more stringent” police codes. Katz 
stated that the DPH “is not in a po¬ 
sition to regulate sex that the gov¬ 
ernment has ruled illegal.” 

Following the invited speakers 
and public comment, committee 
members engaged in a lengthy 
and passionate discussion, with 
many noting their uncertainty 
and discomfort regarding the 
issue. Virginia Benavidez stated 
that guidelines were necessary be¬ 
cause “just one [new HIV infec¬ 
tion] is too many.” Judith Steven¬ 
son also spoke in favor of regula¬ 
tions, claiming that it is the right 
and responsibility of government 
to regulate businesses to ensure 
that they are safe, and that excep¬ 
tions can’t be made “because we’re 
gay or because it’s about sex.” 

Robert Bray said that while he 
respects the opinion of the DPH, 
“on a personal level, alarms go off 
around the issue of policing pub¬ 
lic sex.” He expressed the need for 
more opportunities for men to 
learn to negotiate safer sex, not 
“negative messages that I’m not 
capable of doing it.” Shadow Mor¬ 
ton stated that it was hard to be 
respected as a metamorph man in 
a non-private group sex environ¬ 
ment. WTien bathhouses opened, 
he said, “a lot of gay men were no 
longer getting bashed in parks.” 
Noting that historically queers 
have been subject to more regula¬ 
tions that others, Morton ex¬ 
pressed his fear that “placing more 
restrictions on ourselves will lead 
to more dangerous behavior.” 
William Bland echoed fears that 
without private spaces in clubs or 
bathhouses, people will go where 
they are more vulnerable. 

Rachel Timoner stated that 
“regulations that police and crim¬ 
inalize sex, especially gay sex, 
deeply disturb me.” Noting that the 
full diversity of the community has 
not been heard to date, Kiki Whit¬ 
lock expressed her hope that dia¬ 
logue on the issue would continue. 

The votes 

Committee members first 
voted on a resolution to request 
the Health Commission to ask 
that DPH hold public hearings on 
the sex club issue before continu¬ 
ing to implement the Minimum 
Standards. After this proposal 
failed on a 7 to 9 vote, Bray put 
forth a second resolution, this one 
requesting that the Health Com¬ 
mission “call on DPH to protect 
privacy and civil liberties by delet¬ 
ing government-enforced moni¬ 
toring and allowing for private 
spaces in sex clubs.” After some 
additional discussion, the com¬ 
mittee approved the second pro¬ 
posal by a vote of 10 to 7. 

Committee member Yosenio 
Lewis pointed out that the com¬ 
mittee has no power to change 
legislation, and can only request 
that the Health Commissioners 
take the committee’s recommen¬ 
dations into account.

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HIV planning council 
approves seven new members 

Council may expand over diversity concern

S even new members to the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council were 
approved Monday, May 19, de¬ 
spite concerns by some on the 
council that only one of them is a 
person of color. Members put off 
a discussion on enlarging the size 
of the council, and are expected to 
take up that issue next month. 

Presumably, a larger council 
would result in more people of 
color being appointed. Several of 
the slots filled Monday are ones 
that the federal Ryan White CARE 
Act mandates must be filled by 
representatives of various agen¬ 
cies; others are mandated by the 
council’s own by-laws. The plan¬ 
ning council prioritizes and allo¬ 
cates federal CARE funds for San 
Francisco, San Mateo, and Marin 
counties. 

All seven new members should 
be seated by the council’s June 16 
meeting, according to Dean 
Goodwin in the mayor’s office. 
Goodwin said on Tuesday that he 
has already started the process of 
getting necessary information so 
that the official letters can be sent 
from the mayor’s office. 

The issue of people of color 
came up after the council learned 
there were only eight vacancies in¬ 


stead of nine. Originally, nine 
people were approved by the 
membership committee, but the 
remaining two must wait until the 
council is increased from 36 to 
possibly 40 members. 

“This list is very different than 
we went out looking for,” member 
Will Carter said. “We are doing 
nothing.” He was referring to 
council discussions on what they 
consider underrepresented popu¬ 
lations. Those include Native 
Americans, HIV-positive youth, 
HIV-positive women, advocates 
for new immigrants and undocu¬ 
mented persons, non-agency-af- 
filiated consumers of CARE ser¬ 
vices, and the transgender com¬ 
munity. 

Barbara Garcia, who is on the 
membership committee, said the 
group agreed with Carter, but that 
the federal Health Resources Ser¬ 
vices Agency (HRSA) mandates 
certain agencies be represented on 
the planning council. 

“That’s why the by-laws 
change, to increase the number of 
people [proposed],” Garcia said. 

Carmen gets a reprieve 

Before voting to approve the 
seven members, the council reject¬ 
ed the membership committee’s 
recommendation that Carmen 
Portillo be removed from the 
council due to lack of attendance. 


Portillo, who spoke in her behalf 
Monday, said she had been on sab¬ 
batical and that she was remiss in 
some responsibilities, including at¬ 
tending council meetings. She said 
she would now be attending meet¬ 
ings. Attendance records reveal 
Portillo was present at only 35 per¬ 
cent of the council meetings from 
last September through April. 

The council approved remov¬ 
ing Melissa Marsh from the coun¬ 
cil. Marsh’s record was even more 
dismal; she attended only 18 per¬ 
cent of the council meetings dur¬ 
ing the same period. 

The council’s by-laws allow for 
only four absences per quarter, in¬ 
cluding excused absences. 

Additionally, the council ac¬ 
cepted resignations from Janet 
Nassar and Chris Sayer.

Monday are: 

• James Abrams, representing 
the Native American AIDS Pro¬ 
ject. 

• Kristen Bellano, representing 
the AIDS Education and Training 
Centers (AETC). 

• Mark Dunlop of the San 
Francisco Redevelopment Agency, 
who will represent the housing 
agency that administers Housing 
Opportunities for People with 
AIDS (HOPWA) programs. 

• Gene Gowdey, representing 
the Dental Reimbursement Pro¬ 


gram. 

• Ron Hill of the San Francisco 
Health Commission, who will 
represent a local public health au¬ 
thority. 

• Ron Reynolds of Larkin 
Street Youth Center, who will rep¬ 
resent the lead agency of a HRSA 
adult and pediatric HIV-related 
care demonstration project.

planning council’s report and 
plan. Meredith explained that the 
community group was formed in 
February. Three public hearings 
were held - in the Tenderloin, 
Mission, and Bayview-Hunters 
Point areas - where the group 
heard from many people in and 
out of substance abuse programs.

tural competency in treatment on 
demand programs. Programs 
must do more than simply be lan¬ 
guage accessible, she told the 
health commission. 

Dr. Michael Siever, an openly 
gay man living with HIV, was also 
on the planning council. Siever, 
who lives in the Western Addition, 
addressed the importance of the 
harm reduction model in treat¬ 
ment. Programs like methadone 
treatment for heroin addiction, 
and needle exchange, are two cur¬ 
rent examples of harm reduction, 
he explained. 

“Methadone treatment is now 
accepted as legitimate treatment,” 
said Siever. 

Commissioners praised the 
plan and the people who worked 
on it. “This is an extraordinary 
document,” said Lee Ann Monfre- 
dini, commission vice president. ▼

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Postexposure prophylaxis study 
debated at community meeting

T he University of California, 
San Francisco (UCSF), in 
conjunction with the De¬ 
partment of Public Health 
(DPH), has applied for a federal 
grant to study postexposure pro¬ 
phylaxis (PEP), but a community 
advisory board was told last week 
that the odds are not good it will 


be funded this year. In spite of 
that, plans are moving forward for 
some type of PEP program in the 
city, perhaps as early as July. 

PEP has been the standard of 
care for several years for health¬ 
care workers who have been ex¬ 
posed to HIV through a needle 
stick or other accident. Under 
PEP, a person is immediately 
started on a drug regimen in the 
hopes that seroconversion will be 


prevented. It has only recently 
been studied for people who may 
have been infected through unsafe 
sexual activity. 

Dr. Mitch Katz, AIDS Office 
director, moderated the Wednes¬ 
day, May 14 community advisory 
board meeting under the glare of 
television camera lights and mi¬ 
crophones; CNN and KQED were 
there taping the meeting, al¬ 
though it is not known whether it 
will air. Debate during the meet¬ 
ing primarily centered on the pros 
and cons of two models for a PEP 
program. 

The first, inclusion and exclu¬ 
sion, is preferred by scientists and 
was the type specified in the fed¬ 
eral grant. The second, known as 
the patient economy model, 
seems preferred by community 
activists. 

Dr. Joshua Bamberger, a re¬ 
searcher at UCSF and family 
physician with the DPH, told the 
B.A.R. that they should hear 
something about the grant in Au¬ 
gust. If funding is denied, the pro¬ 
posal can be resubmitted. Katz 
told the community advisory 
board there’s an 80 percent chance 
the grant will not be funded. 

“For applications like this, the 
funding rate is 15 to 20 percent,” 
said Katz, co-principal investiga¬ 
tor of the study. “The overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of projects that get 
funded have had a prior proposal 
rejected.”

Katz seemed to back away 
from that statement at last week’s 
meeting, saying investigators went 
back and forth over the oral sex 
issue.

vention methods are not working. 
“Prevention hasn’t worked well 
enough. There are between 700 
and 1,000 new infections every 
year in San Francisco, with the 
best prevention message out 
there. There’s a belief that there 
must be some other intervention,” 
Kahn said. “That amount of new 
infection isn’t good enough. [We] 
have to sharpen and improve the 
message.” 

Howard wondered about peo¬ 
ple who would be excluded from 
the study.

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Monkey trials: Animal 
studies for AIDS vaccines

E arlier this month there was 
a lot of press about a vaccine 
that “protected two chimps 
from AIDS.” The vaccine used a 
new technology, DNA, or naked 
DNA, vaccination, in which genet¬ 
ically engineered genetic material 
was injected into the monkeys di¬ 
rectly. A similar DNA vaccine 
from the company, Appollon, is 
also in small initial human safety 
trials at the National Institutes of 
Health, and soon at other vaccine 
testing sites around the country. 

Chimp protection, 
so what? 

The first vaccines tried against 
HIV, gpl20 from Chiron and 
Genentech, also protected chim¬ 
panzees many years ago. These 
were very exciting findings because 
they were the first animal protec¬ 
tion experiments that were suc¬ 
cessful, but this was not considered 
adequate reason in itself to move 
ahead into efficacy trials. So in 
some sense this is hardly news, and 
certainly not big news the way the 
media played it up. It is a step in 
the right direction for DNA vac¬ 
cines. The human trials that would 
allow us to compare the immune 
response of DNA vaccines to other 
approaches will be more impor¬ 
tant. But this study and its atten¬ 
dant publicity do raise the ques¬ 
tion of how animal testing fits into 
the development of vaccines. 

Before any potential AIDS 
drug or vaccine gets permission to 
be used in human testing, safety 
tests are done in laboratory ani¬ 
mals, first with small animals like 
mice, then with primates like us, 
which means monkeys. Animal 
rights advocates aside, there are 
generally agreed to be good rea¬ 
sons to do animal testing for ex¬ 
perimental agents and procedures 
before venturing into humans, 
where damage done would be 
even more unacceptable. With 
AIDS therapies, however, the ten¬ 
dency has been to minimize ani¬ 
mal testing and move rapidly into 
humans. This is because of the 


large number of infected people 
who are willing to take the risks of 
trying new agents, and because 
animal studies with HIV present 
genuine difficulties. Animal stud¬ 
ies are never a perfect model for 
how an agent will work in hu¬ 
mans, or how humans will react. 
The history of medical research is 
littered with ideas that looked 
promising in animals that 
bombed out in human trials for 
one reason or another. 

The search for an AIDS vac¬ 
cine, however, has relied heavily 
on animal studies because there is 
no other ethical or efficient way to 
test for protection before moving 
into very large human trials. In 
the freewheeling early days of 
medical experimentation, scien¬ 
tists who believed in their treat¬ 
ments or vaccines demonstrated 
it by testing them on themselves 
or vulnerable others first, creating 
infections to demonstrate effica¬ 
cy. There are a few heroes from 
this tradition, and a fair number 
of dead doctors, prisoners, and in¬ 
stitutionalized children. 

In today’s world, the only ac¬ 
ceptable way to prove efficacy of a 
protective vaccine is to vaccinate 
enough people at risk so that sta¬ 
tistical comparisons can be made 
between natural infection rates in 
those randomized to vaccine and 
those to placebo. After 13 years of 
research this has not happened 
with any HIV vaccine candidate, 
since such a trial would require 
thousands of participants and 
take several years. Anything that 
can be done to help ease the deci¬ 
sion whether to go ahead with a 
specific approach or not - and 
when - is essential. 

Animal experimentation 
and HIV 

HIV is, after all, the Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus; it is al¬ 
most impossible to infect other 
animals with the same HIV that 
infects us. To date, the only two 
ways to do it is with immune-defi¬ 
cient mice that are reconstituted 
with human immune cells, or with 
chimpanzees, our closest relative, 
which can become infected with 
HIV. Chimpanzees are rare and

costly, and until recently no chim¬ 
panzees have ever gotten sick from 
the virus, so it’s hard to know what 
chimpanzee results means. 

The animal challenge 

The most typical animal ex¬ 
periment is known as a “challenge 
experiment.” Animals are vacci¬ 
nated, then “challenged” with a 
known amount of infectious virus 
to see if they are protected or if 
their disease course is different 
from control animals that were 
not vaccinated. The chal¬ 
lenge can be done after 
different periods of 
time, by different < 
routes (into the blood 
or at mucosal surfaces 
where sexual exposure 
would take place), with 
different amounts of 
virus (number of 
“animal infectious 
doses”), and with dif¬ 
ferent strains of virus 
(same as used in the vaccine de¬ 
sign or different). Each of these 
parameters makes the challenge 
more or less difficult. No matter 
what the challenge, however, we 
have no real idea of how it relates 
to a human challenge in the real 
world until we run a large trial. 

Macaques and SIV 

The most commonly used an¬ 
imal model for HIV vaccines 
doesn’t use HIV at all, but SIV, the 
Simian Immunodeficiency Virus, 
in smaller, more easily available 
monkeys, called macaques. SIV 
infects macaques easily. In fact. 


some strains of SIV are thought to 
be more pathogenic in monkeys 
than HIV is in humans, and it 
causes a fatal AIDS-like disease in 
the monkeys within a year. With 
this model it is possible to exam¬ 
ine how well and how different 
vaccine approaches work. 

A new approach has been to 
engineer an artificial virus called 
Simian/Human Immunodeficien¬ 
cy Virus (SHIV). This virus has 
the envelope (outside) of HIV 
and the genes (inside) of SIV so 
that it will reproduce in 
macaques. So far, SHFV 
viruses have been either 
weak and easy to pro¬ 
tect against, or very 
pathogenic and im¬ 
possible to protect 
against. With SHIV, we 
may ultimately be able 
to learn more about 
the translation of 
findings from animal 
studies into humans. 

Most of the safe vaccine ap¬ 
proaches tried in humans so far 
have not consistently worked to 
protect macaques against SIV, but 
no one knows if that is the fault of 
the vaccine approaches or the an¬ 
imal model. It does appear easier 
to protect chimpanzees against 
HIV than macaques against most 
SIV strains. 

We have an AIDS vaccine 
for monkeys 

The one SIV vaccine approach 
that consistently provides high 
levels of protection in these mon¬ 
keys is live-attenuated SIV. This is 


SIV that has been weakened by 
having genes removed or coming 
from non-progressors, that is then 
used to infect the monkey with 
the weakened virus. The immune 
response to this weak virus is then 
believed to protect against a later 
challenge with more virulent SIV. 
This approach has consistently 
worked, but it is considered un¬ 
safe to try in humans at this time, 
since we don’t know what the 
long-term effects of this low grade 
infection will be, or if the virus 
might not mutate to become 
more dangerous, or be transmis¬ 
sible to infants or others with 
weaker immune systems. 

The powerful part of this find¬ 
ing is that the animal researchers 
may be able to tease out exactly 
what it is that is protecting these 
animals so we can find a safer way 
to stimulate protection. If not, a 
live attenuated HIV vaccine in hu¬ 
mans may be the vaccine of last 
resort in high-risk environments. 
Many of the successful vaccines 
against other diseases use the live 
attenuated approach. 

What we’ve learned 

Since the virus and the host are 
both significantly different, we 
must be cautious when interpret¬ 
ing findings from animal studies, 
especially since the studies are not 
standardized and not all experi¬ 
ments in animals are consistent 
with each other. Some valuable 
and important general principles 
have been established: 1) it is 
sometimes possible to protect

incidents would result in discipli¬ 
nary action,” and reiterated a con¬ 
tinuing requirement that he bring 
his hair back to grooming stan¬ 
dards. 

“It has been observed that you 
highlighted your hair to a shade 
that is not consistent with your nat¬ 
ural hair color or roots,” he wrote. 

Brueh said that he was “re¬ 
questing” Fox to bring his hair¬ 
style “in compliance” to the 
Hilton grooming standard. 

“Until that time,” the memo 
said, “you will not be permitted to 
continue working.” 

Brueh’s fashion memorandum 
spelled out the Hilton’s hair stan¬ 
dards and was also sent to Berry, 
who ordered the action, and to 
Laurie Foye, the Hilton’s Director 
of Human Resources. 

“Hair styles must not be ex¬ 
treme or unusual and should be 
appropriate for the health, safety, 
and grooming standards of the de¬ 
partment and the hotel,” Brueh 
wrote. “Hair must be kept clean, 
well-groomed, and stylishly kept at 
all times. If employees color their 
hair, the roots of the hair must re¬ 
main the same color of the hair. 
Hilton grooming standards do not 
permit extremes in dying [sic], 
bleaching, or tinting. Hairpieces 
may be worn as long as they are of 
a business-like style, and hair ap¬ 
pearance will not be restricted if a 
business-like hairpiece is worn.” 

A three-year resident of San 
Francisco, Fox last lived in 
Charleston, South Carolina for nine 
years. Like most other non-native 
San Francisco gay men, he came to 
the city because of its reputation as 
a sanctuary for openly gay men. 

“I was basically living in a clos¬ 
et there. I was relieved to be open- 
ly gay,” he said. “I feel as though I 
have been kicked in the guts. I was 
devastated and humiliated to be 
told to leave the floor. I hardly 
slept a wink all night,” he said.

chimpanzees and macaques 
against immunodeficiency viruses 
by vaccination; 2) the more rapid¬ 
ly the virus replicates and produces 
disease, the more difficult it is to 
protect the host by vaccination; 3) 
though protection has been shown 
against virus introduced by intra¬ 
venous injection, it seems easier to 
protect against mucosal exposure, 
not harder as some had predicted; 
4) even when a monkey is not 
completely protected from infec¬ 
tion, vaccination may slow or pre¬ 
vent development of disease; 5) the 
best animal protection is by a 
weakened live form of SIV; this ap¬ 
proach, which could be very risky 
in humans, produces the strongest, 
most reliable protection, particu¬ 
larly against virus strains closely 
related to the vaccine. 

What we might learn/ 

What we can’t learn from 
animals 

As stated earlier, animal stud¬ 
ies play a key part in the search for 
a vaccine against HIV. The mod¬ 
els aren’t perfect, but they help de¬ 
termine how protection works 
and what approaches are better 
than others. Ultimately, though, 
we will have to go into human tri¬ 
als to see how much like our an¬ 
cestors we are, and to determine if 
any vaccine approach works. Ani¬ 
mal studies may guide us in mak¬ 
ing decisions about human stud¬ 
ies, but they will never tell us what 
the outcome will be, or what the 
risks and rewards of moving 
ahead with such trials will be. T

am very unhappy.” 

Fox told the B.A.R. that he 
would also file with the city’s 
Human Rights Commission and 
the state’s Department of Fair 
Housing and Employment. He 
also plans to see legal counsel over 
the incident. 

This is the second major claim 
of discrimination to be lodged by 
a gay male employee against the 
hotel in the last two years. A pre¬ 
vious claim by Hilton worker Tim 
Miller remains under investiga¬ 
tion by the city’s Human Rights 
Commission. 

Larkin reiterated that the 
Hilton Hotel chain has strong 
anti-discrimination policies that 
the conglomerate strictly enforces 
in each hotel it operates. 

Fox is the partner of openly 
gay veteran San Francisco Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney Chuck 
Haines, who manages felony 
crime prosecutions for the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice and is now a candidate for Su¬

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Venom

T here is a problem in 
wrestling that involves gen¬ 
der and sexuality. Title IX, 
which will hereafter be written as 
Title 9, because looking at IX 
makes my brain say “Eye Eksis 
only one of the problems. 

Anyway, Title 9 involves forc¬ 
ing schools to boost their female 
athletic opportunities to enforce 
gender parity. This at first would 
seem a good idea, allowing there 
to be equal funding for all. 

But what if not enough girls 
wanted to play? What if the point 
was irrelevant when most girls 
who want to play sports are al¬ 
ready on basketball and lacrosse 
and swimming and tennis teams? 
What if the university system, in 
its Kafka-esque manner, were to 
force such an equanimity on uni¬ 
versity athletics? Who would suf¬ 
fer? 

The sports that girls don’t al¬ 
ways do, like wrestling, would suf¬ 
fer. And they do. Syracuse is the 
latest casualty in a series of 
wrestling programs that have 
completely lost funding, because 
that university has failed to force 
enough women to wrestle. There¬ 
fore, the wrestling program is cut. 

If this draconian measure fails 
in your logic department, then we 
are in accord. The same inane 
measure, taken to issues of race 
and age, would also be absurd. 
The illogic of Title 9, taken to is¬ 
sues of race, would be thus: 
“There are not enough Asian 
Chemistry majors, therefore, we 


will cut funding for the Chemistry 
Department until they come up 
with enough to fill our quotas.” 

This problem brings to ques¬ 
tion what one e-mail debater of 
Title 9 pondered: should athletics 
even be included in universities? 
That may seem like asking if 
wheels should be put on cars, but 
it begs the question, do academics 
and athletics co-exist in today’s 
culture? 

Certainly, in Greek and 
Roman times, the gym- . 
nasium was more than a 
place for the likes of 
Plato to cruise young 
tracksters. It was a com¬ 
bined arena for the rich 
young men of culture to pay 
for their enlighten¬ 
ment and education 
while perfecting their 
bodies. 

One would think 
that these environ¬ 
ments could co-exist. I have, how¬ 
ever, personal evidence to the 
contrary. 

Let us imagine, in a perfectly 
absurd world, which San Francis¬ 
co is increasingly becoming, that 
sexual orientation was included in 
the gender war of Title 9. The 
logic would follow: “There are not 
enough queer students in athlet¬ 
ics, so funding will be cut unless 
more are recruited.” 

Would then a harmonious ath¬ 
letic ambiance be established? Not 
likely. This is far from the case in 
the wrestling room at a certain 
place of learning which I recently 
attended, where I added an elec¬ 
tive, “The Elements of Wrestling,” 



taught by one Coach X. While his 
success record is untaintable, his 
teaching behavior deserves cri¬ 
tique, specifically in regards to his 
(you guessed it) fag-hating na¬ 
ture. 

The unpleasantness was not 
even limited to gays. One student 
was outright inquisitioned by 
Coach X about his own sexual 
orientation, due solely to his hav¬ 
ing .been seen speaking to me, a 
big fag. When he mentioned that 
the workouts (the 
most incompetent 
and knee-damaging 
series of exercises I have ever 
endured, and as a survivor of 
a seven-year dance career, I 
know knees) proved too 
painful and exhaust¬ 
ing, Coach X asked 
him if he had some¬ 
one to give him mas¬ 
sages, perhaps a girl¬ 
friend or boyfriend. 

There is no secret of Coach X’s 
blatant homophobia, regardless of 
how subtly he masks it in his con¬ 
versation. Evidence of such has 
previously been published in X 
University’s student newspaper. 

And while I know former and 
current homosexual wrestlers on 
that team, I will not relay num¬ 
bers, for it would only further the 
dangerous situation for the young 
men. As a former staff member of 
OutWeek, I no longer casually out. 

The “Elements of Wrestling” 
class was mostly composed of JV 
members of the wrestling team, 
and a few inexperienced strag¬ 
glers, most of whom dropped out 
soon, as did I, after discovering 
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A model of behavior from a wrestling gear catalog. 


that the experienced wrestlers had 
little interest in teaching the less 
experienced. For myself (being 
moderately experienced), this 
proved to be of less use than 
wrestling dogs with unclipped 
fingernails. 

Early on in said course, as I and 
another homosexual student (who 
shunned so much as a greeting my 
way, so afraid was that person of 
being thought of as gay) were 
warming up, Coach X inquired 
about my being a journalist. 

Knowing full well that curious 
instructors may at any time take 
liberties with a student’s personal 
files, I wondered what Coach X 
thought of when he spied my pre¬ 
vious A in Gay Male Literature. 

How Coach X, an avowed het¬ 
erosexual, could know of my jour¬ 
nalistic career, without perusing a 
homosexual publication like this 
one, did not astound me. In the 
past, when considering wrestling 
with his informal group over the 
previous summer, I mentioned 
that I had a few years experience 
with the Golden Gate Wrestling 
Club, which, despite his distaste, 
Coach X knows exists, knows is 
composed mostly of homosexu¬ 
als, and which is a damn good 
club.* 

Discretion, while the better 
part of valor, is not any part of 
Coach X, or his underlings. 

Coach X, in his mendacious 
way, managed to convey the sexu¬ 
al orientation of this reporter to 
each of his athletic underlings. I 
do not recall sporting any of my 
ACT UP or Queer Nation T-shirts 
in class. Conveying that subtlety 
was required for his athletes to 
enact their hatred upon me. 

The result? Endearing com¬ 
ments such as the one uttered by 
an athlete (whom I have spotted 
frequenting the Castro with a no- 
less-gay-appearing compadre), 
upon dipping his finger in a 
droplet of my perspiration - “fag 
sweat.” 

Avoiding “fag sweat” seemed to 
be an imperative to these young 
men, and other compulsive hand¬ 
washing neurotics that comprise 
the ranks of “I’m not gay” athletes 


in this sport. Thus the overcom¬ 
pensation of this sport’s less ma¬ 
ture members. Racist, sexist and 
generally stupid comments were 
frequently heard before, during 
and after said class. These, I 
learned, are the Elements of 
Wrestling. 

Included in the ludicrous be¬ 
havior of this gang was the appli¬ 
cation of a sort of cootie cream 
bent on dispelling the deadly 
AIDS virus, which as any homo- 
phobic or closeted idiot/athlete 
knows, is spread through the in¬ 
visible tendrils of toxic venom 
that we homosexuals come 
equipped with before landing on 
God’s green earth in our alien 
pods. 

Perturbed at having yet again 
experienced homophobia? 

No. 

Perturbed for having paid tu¬ 
ition for it? 

You bet your fat ass. Coach X. 

This behavior comes as no sur¬ 
prise to any person familiar with 
athletics of a juvenile sort. Having 
recently completed a novel about 
just such an environment, I was 
not surprised, but merely disap¬ 
pointed. In my novel, about a 
young gay high school wrestler, 
the boy’s teammates and coaches 
are generally supportive, if not ig¬ 
norant, of his problems and his 
emerging “out” status as a cute 
young queer. I had hoped to por¬ 
tray a world where athletics and 
humanity coincide. 

It would appear that revisions 
are in order. T

Camp mutation 

Harvard art historian Norman 
Bryson was in town last week to 
give a talk on Japanese artist Ya- 
sumasa Morimura at SFMOMA. 
Pithy and several friends attended 
the presentation and were blown 
away. Queer writers and theorists 
are forever talking about the death 
of camp these days, but if 
Morimura’s gender-twisting art 
has anything to say on the subject, 
it’s that camp isn’t so much dead 
as reborn, perhaps in a new, less- 
easily identifiable form. For in¬ 
stance, in some' of the Osaka- 
based artist’s self-portraits, he 
camouflages love of debasement 
by dropping his priceless mug 
into reproductions of master¬ 
pieces of European art history, for 
example Rembrandt’s The 
Anatomy Lesson of Dr. Tulp , and 
Manet’s Olympia. And in his lat¬ 
est body of work, Self-Portraits, 
Actresses, Morimura impersonates 
famous stars like Catherine 
Deneuve, Jodie Foster, and Au¬ 
drey Hepburn, only he tweaks 
viewers’ expectations of celebrity 
snapshots by tossing in references 
to exotic cultures and various his¬ 
torical periods. Bryson called the 
portraits “multicultural mutants.” 

If that delightfully hyperbolic 
ejaculation wasn’t enough to send 
Pithy’s head spinning, Morimu¬ 
ra’s art was also capable of such 
feats as “exploding the old essen- 
tialism,” “rendering meaningless 
the futile search for an organic 
culture,” and “changing the psy¬ 
chographic map of a world once 
dominated from the West.” 
Thankfully, just as Pithy was 
about to dismiss Bryson as an in¬ 
comprehensible theory wonk, he 
cut to the chase: “The work is like 
Divine,” said Bryson, grasping the 
sides of his lectern. “It’s about 
trash.” 


Lip strumming 

We’ve been reading some of 
the reviews of The Rise and Fall of 
Gay Culture, Daniel Harris’ new 
book, that have begun appearing 
in various gay and lesbian publi¬ 
cations across the country.

quired kiss in such a way as to cre¬ 
ate the illusion of two men 
smooching without actually 
doing it. When queried about the 
matter later, Smith said he was 
merely following the advice of his 
good friend Denzel Washington, 
who, he says, told him, “Whatever 
you do, don’t be kissin’ no man 
onscreen.” Washington will play 
alongside Smith in Lush Life, as 
Strayhorn’s overprotective friend 
and inspiration, Duke Ellington. 


We’re glad that Smith and 
Washington are close enough to 
be sharing trade secrets, but any¬ 
body who’s read Hadju’s book 
knows Strayhorn’s story is a very 
gay one — he was Lena Horne’s 
best friend, after all — and if the 
film is to succeed on its own terms 
it had better not dance around its 
tres lavender subject.

Dirty rotten scoundrels 

'Hollywood Before the Code'

udiences sated by tabloid 

TV, with its parade of 
iFlI brainless child brides, KKK 
hags, and other denizens of Amer¬ 
ica’s bone-dry gene pools, might 
want to turn their sights on an 
earlier, equally lurid chapter of 
cultural history: pre-code cinema. 

In 1934 the Hays Code was 
created to put an end to Holly¬ 
wood’s perceived immorality. In a 
sense, it’s surprising such re¬ 
straints were deemed necessary, 
when most of the films had ar¬ 
guably happy endings in which 
conventional morality was re-es¬ 
tablished by the image of a whore 
redeemed, a gangster murdered, 
or a family reunited. But the self- 
appointed morality czars — 
church groups, women’s clubs — 
weren’t fooled by what was typi¬ 
cally a tacked-on finale that fol¬ 
lowed the equivalent of a Whit¬ 
man’s sampler of deviance. To wit: 
in Kongo (1932), Walter Huston 
plays a rapacious jungle overlord 
who has his own daughter turned 
into a drug addict and hooker. In 
Tarzan and His Mate (1934), at¬ 
tentive viewers were mesmerized 
by lingering images of Johnny 
Weismuller’s exposed flesh and 
Maureen O’Sullivan’s erect nip¬ 
ples. Downstairs (1932) has 
raunchy shots of a pathetic, naked 
old woman in a bathtub, sobbing 
at the sight of gigolo John Gilbert, 
who’s jilted her. In Baby face 
(1933), a ruthless Barbara Stan¬ 
wyck fucks her way to the top of a 
powerful bank, her progress 
marked by mocking shots of in¬ 
creasingly higher floors in the 
building. 

The Roxie celebrates these and 
similar thrills with “Hollywood 
Before the Code,” a 20-film series 
of pre-code films commencing 
Friday, May 23 and running 
through Sunday, June 1. 

The sight of class barriers 
crashing away was one that de¬ 
pression-era viewers demanded, 
and the studios were always happy 
to oblige. A famous shot in the 
Crawford vehicle Possessed (1931) 
showed exactly what suffering au¬ 
diences were missing. Crawford is 
a factory girl who stands next to a 
train filled with frivolous rich 
people. She clearly doubles for the 
audience as she longingly views 
window after window, each fea¬ 
turing a different enticing tableau: 
a couple dancing, a maid ironing 


her mistress’ clothes, a gorgeously 
appointed dining table. The film 
endorses her unrepentant gold¬ 
digging, even in scenes that might 
limit audience identification, such 
as her demand that a total 
stranger tell her if he is merely 
“rich” or the more desirable “very 
rich.” 

The luminous Talullah 
Bankhead vehicle Faithless (1932) 
mimics Possessed in showing the 
minute details of the kind of 
plush life that existed in capitalist 
America, even if it was out of the 
audiences’ reach. But Talullah, un¬ 
like Joan, is on a downward spiral; 
after losing her fortune, she 
plunges from white satin and 
Tiffany to the grimy hell of rented 
rooms, near-starvation, and pros¬ 
titution. In a brilliantly dark se¬ 
quence, a sympathetic landlady 
realizes Talullah is about to go out 
to turn her first trick. “You look 
pale,” the older woman says — a 
coded suggestion to put on her 
make-up if she wants to attract 
johns. This kind of subtle under¬ 
standing of life’s crushing realities 
is a hallmark of this cinema, made 
at a time when helping your 
neighbor, or your tenant, was cru¬ 
cial to survival. 

In the pre-code ethos, if 
women’s “crimes” were sexual and 
individual, men’s were criminal 
and collective, a kind of distorted 
mirror-image of the capitalist 
ethic of success as the result of 
hard work and dogged conformi¬ 
ty. The Secret Six visualizes the city 
as little more than a battleground 
for rival gangs, filled with 
speakeasies, corrupt lawyers and 
politicians, and endless layers of 
double-cross. The title counters 
charges of ’30s cinema as old- 
fashioned. In a very modern nod 
to conspiracy theories, the “secret 
six” is a bizarre group of old white 
men who wear Halloween masks 
and stand as the last defense 
against the hoodlums threatening 
to overwhelm the city. 

The gangster epic Beast of the 
City is another forward-looking 
gem, predating both Sam Peckin¬ 
pah and John Woo with its story 
of divided loyalties among a 
group of men that ends in an orgy 
of masculine brutality. 

If the violence-plagued city 
was the typical pre-code land¬ 
scape, it wasn’t the only one. 
Movies like Tarzan and His Mate 
and Kongo let audiences wallow in 
the particularized pleasures of an 
environment far away from pry¬ 


ing civilized eyes: the jungle. Here, 
an “ape man” could tantalize the 
viewer with an animalistic sexual¬ 
ity; or a beautiful young woman 
could flesh out the fantasy of 
going from convent to whore¬ 
house, as Virginia Bruce does in 
Kongo. 

Norma Shearer fans — and we 
know you’re out there! — will 
find much to savor in her “mod¬ 
ern woman” routines in Riptide 
(1934) and Noel Coward’s Private 
Lives (1931). Many of the pre¬ 
code films can be read as vehicles 
for female stars, and those look¬ 
ing for less patrician pleasures will 
want to see The Strange Love of 
Molly Louvain , in which the great, 
unsung Ann Dvorak plays an 
unwed mother. Another stalwart 
of the era is Bette Davis, seen here 
as a San Francisco playgirl in Fog 
Over Frisco (1934). 

If Freaks (1932) holds a per¬ 
manent place in the collective un¬ 
conscious as the weirdest pre¬ 
code film, Black Moon (1933) 
runs a close second. This Colum¬ 
bia programmer collapses two 
genres, the fallen woman and the 
jungle film in its story of a woman 
whose allegiance to an island of 
oppressed natives and their 
voodoo religion squashes any do¬ 
mestic or maternal impulses she 
might feel. Black Moon’s penulti¬ 
mate scene — a mesmerized 
mother attempting to kill her 
child for what she believes is a 
greater political good — is at once 
anomalous and typical of the wild 
ambitions of this rich period in 
cinema history. T

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Alone in the dark 

John Leguizamo , Oscar Wilde 
get one-man shows

T he last time John 
Leguizamo was in town he 
was making the thriller The 
Fan with Robert DeNiro and 
Wesley Snipes. Work kept him 
pretty busy, but he did have time 
to take in one of the city’s most fa¬ 
mous sites: the Mitchell Brothers’ 
O’Farrell Theater. Leguizamo is 
back in town and back in a the¬ 
ater, only this time the stage is 
legit. His third one-man show, 
Freak: A Semi-Demi-Quasi-Pseu- 
do Autobiography, opened this 
week at the Theatre On the 
Square. The 32-year-old movie 
star, whose biggest star turn was 
his portrayal of drag queen Chi- 
Chi Rodriguez in To WongFoo, 
Thanks For Everything, Julie New- 
mar, says the new show’s title 
refers to his own self-described 
freakish, outcast nature. 

“We all go along in our lives 
thinkin’ we’re normal,” 
Leguizamo tells me on the phone 
from his San Francisco hotel 
room. “We think we fit in, but we 
don’t. No one fits in! We all have 
some twisted, hidden secret in our 
closets.” 

Leguizamo says Freak follows 
his life up until age 24, when he 
started to make it in show busi¬ 
ness. He’s not burning any 
bridges, but he says he’s taken out 
slander insurance because the 
characters are real people from his 
own life. 

“The roughest stuff in the 
show has to do with my father, 
who hasn’t seen it,” says 
the actor. “My mom’s 
seen it and she says, 

‘John, I don’t know why 
you call me a disco 
queen. I only went to 
the disco once a week. 

A disco queen would go 
everyday. I was a good 
mother.’ A cousin 
of mine saw it and 
said, ‘What are 
you talking about 
grandma drinking? She didn’t 
drink. She sipped.’ I had to put 
that into the show.” 

The half-Colombian, half- 
Puerto Rican actor says he has 
fallen in love with San Francisco 
and is especially fond of the di¬ 
versity here, in particular his large 
gay following. “When I was doing 
Mambo Mouth, there were a lot of 
gay people coming,” says the actor, 
who was born and raised in New 
York. “When Manny the Fanny 
[a transvestite character] would 
come out, they would stomp and 
scream. It was gospel, it was beau¬ 
tiful. Then with Wong Foo, I real¬ 
ly started to notice the gay audi¬ 
ence.” 

Always game for new experi¬ 
ences, Leguizamo says he enjoyed 
wearing drag in Wong Foo, and 
that he even tried to make it once 
with his girlfriend in his Chi-Chi 
get-up. “It worked for me,” he 
says, “but not for her. I always 
wanted to see a lesbian-lesbian 
scene, but I never imagined I’d be 
the other lesbian.” 

Whatever his future holds, 
Leguizamo says he plans to stay 
square with the law because he 
knows he’d be “hot stuff” behind 
bars. Still, were it to happen, 
Leguizamo says he could turn the 
experience into “good material. I 
could call it Prison Bitch.”

tinues at the Theatre On the 
Square through June 1.

The Wilde night is calling 
Richard Bernier and George 
Pelham are two theatre-loving 
gay men who went their separate 
ways a couple of 
decades ago. Now, sev¬ 
eral careers later, several 
recovery programs later, 
and practically several 
lifetimes later, the two 
men find themselves to¬ 
gether again, this time 
as roommates and busi¬ 
ness partners. 

Their first pro¬ 
ject is the one- 
man show Oscar 
Wilde: Diversions and Delights, a 
20-year-old play by the aptly 
named John Gay (a misnomer; 
the playwright is straight) that 
celebrates Oscar Wilde in his 
later, post-jail years. Their show 
opened on May 19 at the Stage 
Door Theatre, the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of Wilde’s release from Read¬ 
ing Gaol. Bay Area favorite Ken 
Ruta stars. 

Theatrical pursuits seemed a 
natural for the two men who first 
became friends in a college pro¬ 
duction of Twelfth Night more 
than 30 years ago. Pelham played 
Malvolio, Bernier was Orsino. 
Today, the two have formed Tanta 
productions and are back in the 
theater and also sharing an apart¬ 
ment. “We did not want to be the 
picture of the aging homosexual,” 
says Bernier, who also runs the 
box office at American Conserva¬ 
tory Theatre. “We were not about 
to let each other end up in some 
room in the Tenderloin alone.” 

“It’s important to understand 
our relationship,” Bernier contin¬ 
ues. “We’re together — not in the 
Biblical sense — and we’re never 
sure if we will survive living to¬ 
gether in our later years.” 

Pelham, a retired high school 
English and drama teacher, inter¬ 
jects: “Yes, we’re more like aging 
sisters.” 

For a first-time theatrical ef¬ 


fort, the partners have gone all 
out, so to speak. While Bernier 
handles the money and technical 
matters, Pelham has taken over 
the redecoration of the Stage 
Door Theatre. The lobby, former¬ 
ly bland and workman-like, is 
now a palace of Victorian splen¬ 
dor, all of it, Pelham claims, scav¬ 
enged from flea markets and thrift 
stores.

Aside from reading books and 
getting advice from friends, the 
novice producers knew very little 
about the art of producing and 
are learning the craft as they go. 
“We had no idea how much it 
would cost,” Pelham admits. “I 
still have no idea because I’m 
played off as some dizzy queen 
who doesn’t know anything about 
anything.” 

“Oh, you know the budget,” 
Bernier scolds. 

“Yes, I know the budget, but I 
don’t know if we’re over or under 
or what,” Pelham counters. 

“I don’t want you to worry 
you,” Bernier soothes. “You just go 
decorate.”

BE A PART OF IT 


Protean Picasso 

' Picasso: the Early Years' 
reveals painter's earliest works

s there anything new to be said 

about the life and work of 

Pablo Ruiz Picasso? Every cu¬ 
rator who has ever mounted an 
exhibition of Picasso’s work has 
tried, with greater or lesser de¬ 
grees of success, to answer that 
question. The answer provided by 
Picasso: The Early Years, a travel¬ 
ing exhibition of early Picasso 
works currently up at the Nation¬ 
al Gallery of Art in Washington, 
DC, can only be a qualified “yes.” 

Less than a year after the Mu¬ 
seum of Modern Art’s Picasso and 
Portraiture show captivated New 
York audiences, the National 
Gallery and the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Boston have assembled a 
focus exhibition of works from 
Picasso’s first 14 years as an artist. 
Most of the works in the current. 
exhibition — works executed in 
Picasso’s native Spain, and subse¬ 
quently in his adopted home, 
France— appeared first in the gal¬ 
leries of the granddaddy of all Pi¬ 
casso shows, Pablo Picasso, at NY- 
MOMA in 1980. 

Borrowing heavily from the 
holdings of Barcelona’s Museu Pi¬ 
casso and Paris’ Musee Picasso, the 
exhibition brings to the American 
public some of the artist’s least- 
known images. For those who 
have never seen the earliest works 
of the young Spaniard, the first 
galleries may prove a revelation. 
Trained in the most academic style 
imaginable, the youthful genius 
first produced portraits and figure 
studies of unsurpassed finesse, fol¬ 
lowed by a period of exuberantly 
colored celebrations of Spanish 
themes (bullfights, sultry senori- 
tas) in a warm and distinctly Iber¬ 
ian palette. The viewer is also af¬ 
forded the chance to see the young 
Picasso experimenting with a va¬ 
riety of styles in imitation of his 
predecessors. Among these fasci¬ 
nating hybrids, there are Picasso as 
El Greco, Picasso as Cezanne, and 
Picasso as Van Gogh. 

The inevitable dark turn 
comes during the Blue Period, a 
stylistic era which has been ex¬ 
haustively examined elsewhere. 
Moved to melancholic introspec¬ 
tion by the untimely death of a 
young friend, the 20-year-old 
artist began obsessing over 
weighty matters of life and death. 
The paintings are those of a 
young man who has discovered 
early on the presentimiento tragico 
de la vida; he uses all of his con¬ 
siderable creative energy to rail 
against the tides of fate and the 
inevitability of death. Some of the 
better-known works of the Blue 
Period (e.g. the National Gallery’s 
own Tragedy, from 1903) come 
off rather badly as compositions, 
particularly when presented in 
the context of some little scene 
paintings. 

Among the true revelations in 
the exhibition is Two Women at a 
Bar, from the Hiroshima Museum 
of Art, a Gauguin-like composi¬ 
tion which fills its frame with the 
sensuous curves that define its 
positive and negative blue spaces. 

The Rose Period follows with 
its harlequins and saltimbanques, 
and a series of nudes, male and fe¬ 
male, whose pure sensuality is un¬ 
interrupted by the distortions that 
will characterize later works. 
Among the pleasures of touring 
this exhibition is the discovery of 


the first signs of those elements 
that would later become constant 
features of his work — mis¬ 
matched sets of eyes and caryatid¬ 
like nudes. 

The other great pleasure is the 


opportunity to encounter well- 
known images within their 
chronological context. The Na¬ 
tional Gallery’s own Portrait ofPere 
Manchon, usually seen hanging in

A lthough pop influences in contemporary art are hardly sur¬ 
prising, it’s fascinating to chart the ever-mutating ways these 
influences bubble up in the products of younger artists. The 
paintings and mixed-media works of Alicia McCarthy and Scott 
Trattner at the Lab find two artists entertaining pop in divergent 
but not completely dissimilar ways — both artist’s take cues from 
Southern California pop art. McCarthy’s doodly drawings, paint¬ 
ings, and a wall installation of labels from cardboard fruit boxes 
exude a thrift store funkiness, especially with her brightly-colored 
geometric abstractions painted on weathered pieces of wood. Her 
pieces seem to be inspired by the multi-colored string art so popu¬ 
lar in the ’70s, but they also show the distress of what looks like a 
hard life on sun-baked streets. 

Trattner takes a more squeaky clean approach to SOCAL pop. 
His paintings are flat in perspective and nod to Ed Ruscha, David 
Hockney, and UCLA, where this recent Art Institute alumni will 
soon head for grad school. His pieces here are fresh and a little per¬ 
verse. The artist himself appears in many of them — as a coed in a 
yahoo’s baggy shorts -— including the evocative “Scott Trattner 
waiting to get kicked in the nuts.” In an accompanying performance 
video, even the sound of a female foot to his athletic-cupped groin 
is a resonant pop. ▼ -Glen Helfand

and Bunny Vision (a rabbit fig¬ 
urine perched on a Popsicle stick 
in front of a camera lens) effec¬ 
tively comment on racial repre¬ 
sentation, tossed-off works like 
Crooked Eyes — White Eyes (a col¬ 
lection of rusty bottle tops), 
Erased Space Jam Bootleg (a video¬ 
tape box hanging on the wall), 
and No Art Today (scribbles on an 
old postcard) suggest that Blake 
might as well have taken a few 
days off. It’s likely that Blake has 
exhausted his rabbit habit, partic¬ 
ularly judging by Shit Molding Kit, 
his production for April 19 con¬ 
sisting of a bunny-shaped mold, a 
spoon, and an unclean chamber 
pot. As Bugs Bunny would say in 
dismissal of such distressingly ju¬ 
venile work, “That’s all, folks.” ▼

Rabbit habit 


Nayland Blake's 'April Hare' at Gallery Paule Anglim

April is the cruelest month, 
breeding / Lilacs out of the dead 
land, mixing / Memory and de¬ 
sire, stirring / Dull roots with 
spring rain. 

—The Waste Land, T.S. Eliot 

I f April is indeed the cruelest 
month, as Eliot so eloquently 
wrote, then Nayland Blake beat 
the tax-paying, spring-cleaning 
blues by mixing memory and de¬ 
sire in a month-long burst of cre¬ 
ative energy. While the rest of us 
were fudging deductions and 
hoovering the coat closet, Blake 
rummaged around his new studio 
in Brooklyn and produced one 
artwork every day throughout the 
month. The 30 pieces that result¬ 
ed from this burst of energy, all of 
varying quality and appeal, are on 
view at the artist’s mixed-media 
solo exhibition April Hare, cur¬ 
rently at Gallery Paule Anglim. 

April proved an inspiring 
month for Blake, perhaps because 
his career-long preoccupation 
with sardonic rabbits and cute lit¬ 
tle bunnies naturally thrived 
around the Easter holiday. Yet 
Blake isn’t concerned with reli¬ 
gious allegory or egg-hunt 
polemics; rather, he pulled rabbits 
out of the hat each day last month 
to address juicier issues of racial 
and sexual identity. 

Before moving to New York 
last year, Blake was a conspicuous 
figure on the Bay Area art scene, 
earning praise as an influential 
artist, writer, teacher, and curator 
(along with Lawrence Rinder, he 
put together the sprawling “In A 
Different Light” exhibition of 
queer art at the Berkeley Art Mu¬ 
seum in 1995). April Hare is 
Blake’s first local show since relo¬ 
cating. As evidenced by the smart 
but slapdash new work, it doesn’t 
seem as if the East Coast has dra¬ 
matically altered his heady the¬ 
matic concerns or bits-and-pieces 
aesthetic. Blake is a tireless idea 
man, and his brand of artmaking 
emphasizes concept over crafts¬ 
manship. While the (deliberate?) 
lack of technical finesse in his 
work often serves to emphasize its 
down-and-dirty social commen- 


characters such as Uncle Wiggly 
and Br’er Rabbit. Blake mocked 
the caricature of cheerful sub¬ 
servience by dressing up in a 
bunny suit sadistically outfitted 
with gag and blindfold, and offer¬ 
ing himself for rent by the hour to 
gallery visitors. Always outspoken 
as a decidedly queer artist, Blake 
also began to use his rabbit per¬ 
sona to skewer societally coded 
perceptions of gay men as sexual¬ 
ly promiscuous animals who fuck 
like bunnies. 

This is unquestionably rich 
material, and it has served Blake 
well in the past. In April Hare, 
however, Blake’s sharp points are 
dulled by repetition and sloppy 
execution. The show is bracketed 
by two target paintings — the 
first on a mirror, the second on 
burnt cork — that place both 
artist and viewer in the bull’s-eye. 
The remaining works feature ren¬ 
derings of rabbits in the form of 
drawings, stuffed toys, candles, 
and strung-up pelts. Blake fre¬ 
quently assaults his furry little 
subjects, chopping off their ears in 
the sinister Two Who Asked For It, 
hanging a noose-necked pair in 
Two Mopes Relating, and tortur- 
ously elongating a stuffed Bugs in 
Grey Bunny Made as Tall as Me by 
Stretching its Neck. 

Perhaps feeling pressured by 
the exhibition’s work-a-day con¬ 
ceit, Blake is by turn clever and 
dim-witted. While certain pieces 
such as Double Surrender (a wax 
bunny waving two white flags) 


tary, Blake’s daily pranks and doo¬ 
dles in April Hare mostly seem 
like throwaways. His funny bun¬ 
nies provocatively hop around the 
exhibition’s signposts of race, sex, 
and art, yet when conceptually 
overbaked and aesthetically un¬ 
dercooked they make for a curi¬ 
ously bland rabbit stew. 

Blake’s use of the rabbit motif 
in his work began many years ago, 
when he chanced upon a bunny 
suit while searching for a costume 
to wear during a performance 
piece. As the light-skinned child 
of a mixed-race couple — he 
“passed” as white for years in the 
art world until clarifying his eth¬ 
nic background in the Whitney 
Museum’s 1994 “Black Male” 
show — Blake has sought to de¬ 
bunk the mythology of the rabbit 
in African-American culture. His 
appropriation of the bunny suit as

'Ciao, Marcello' charms,'Sergeant Earl/s Dream' fizzles

' he San Francisco Ballet was 
| forced to present its last two 
programs of the season in a 
mid-May heat wave at the Palace 
of Fine Arts. I don’t know how the 
dancers did it; the audience wilted 
visibly and audibly. Stuffy, airless, 
with a gross Cinerama stage and a 
minuscule pit, this has to be the 
ugliest, most uncomfortable place 
in the Bay Area to listen to music 
and watch dance. So trust Val Ca- 
niparoli to deposit a gift-wrapped 
box of bon-bons on the Palace 
stage and dare us to complain. I 
always Find Caniparoli’s work 
droll, if musically slight, but it 
isn’t a crime to be P.G. Wode- 
house instead of Dostoevski. Ca- 
niparoli comes as close as anyone 
in America to being a tasteful 
maker of agreeable dance theater 
that amuses rather than provokes. 

Ciao, Marcello was conceived 
before Marcello Mastroianni re¬ 
cently passed away, but the Italian 
actor’s death obviously increased 
the amount of affection tinged 
with regret with which choreog¬ 
rapher Caniparoli (himself of Ital¬ 
ian descent) views him. Multiple 
Marcellos, all dressed alike by 
Sandra Woodall, dance to the 
music of Nino Rota, with special 
homage to the films of Fellini in 
which Mastroianni starred. More 
tenuous is the actor’s connection 
to Visconti’s neo-realist Rocco and 
His Brothers , which starred Alain 
Delon not Mastroianni, and Felli¬ 
ni’s Juliet of the Spirits, which 
starred the director’s wife. But 
Rota scored both movies and a 
good choreographer always takes 
his cue from the music, here 
played by a jazzy combo in addi-

tion to the ballet orchestra, both 
presided over with uninhibited 
glee by Emil de Cou. The subtitle 
“His Lovers and Wives” is anoth¬ 
er less than factual sign that Cani¬ 
paroli is doing impressions, not 
biography. Like many Italian 
males, Mastroianni had one wife 
but many mistresses. 

In any case, the lead female 
roles in Ciao, Marcello are strong 
ones, democratically divided be¬ 
tween the blond bombshell (Eve¬ 
lyn Cisneros in Anita Ekberg drag) 
and the sensual brunette (Joanna 
Berman in a becoming bubble 


’do). Cisneros was paired in a 
waltz from Amarcord with Marcel¬ 
lo no. 3 (Chidozie Nzerem), who 
finally rewarded Helgi Tomasson’s 
faith with a sizzling performance. 
He’s kind of limp and behind the 
beat in classical ballet, but his line¬ 
backer’s build and smooth moves 
make him one of the few men in 
the company who is up to Cis¬ 
neros’ highly dramatic, external¬ 
ized style. Even hotter was Marcel¬ 
lo no. 1 (Yuri Possokhov) dou¬ 
bling with Berman in a waltz from 
La Dolce Vita. With the announce¬ 
ment that Possokhov’s partner,

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Elizabeth Loscavio, is leaving SFB, 
dare we hope that Berman will fi¬ 
nally get the strong partner she de¬ 
serves in Possokhov? Let some¬ 
body make a powerful modern 
work for the two of them, and au¬ 
diences will really have something 
to sweat about. 

Speaking of Loscavio and part¬ 
nering, she appeared with David 
Palmer in Tomasson’s slight Vaises 
Poeticos, which may very well have 
provided the best ten minutes of 
dancing I saw all season. He does¬ 
n’t have to try to be manly, the 
way some of those poor boys did 
in the unsettled revival of Paul 
Taylor’s Sunset. The homoerotic 
content in Taylor’s work is clearer 
if you think of them as soldiers 
who bond from necessity and the 
terror of the coming war than as 


gender-confused adolescents not 
sure of what they want. Palmer’s 
manners are gracious, his part¬ 
nering impeccable, and he’s a 
handsome devil besides. Loscavio 
did what she does best: flawless 
chaine turns, gorgeous lines, 
beautiful balances, expressive 
arabesque — in other words, 
dancing not acting. 

I don’t know if I’d have made 
it through Program Five if it had 
been as hot in the theater as it had 
been for Program Six. Five began 
promisingly enough with Muriel 
Maffre’s splendid extensions in 
Balanchine’s Rubies. But Cisneros 
and Anthony Randazzo worked 
way too hard in the central pas de 
deux. Peter Martins’ The Waltz 
Project delivered one delicious 
shock — corps dancer Julie 
Diana, whose contemporary 
sparkle and sexy legs made even 
her saturnine partner, Damian 
Smith, smile as he hoisted her 
around in waltzes by Robert 
Moran and Philip Glass. 

Unfortunately this program 
ended with a total bummer, a re¬ 
vival of Sergeant Early’s Dream, a 
1984 “ethnic British” ballet by 
Christopher Bruce of the Ram¬ 
bert Dance Company. Dreary 
Celtic music (my companion 
groaned after the fifth number, 
“No wonder these people are so 
depressed!”), ugly “Irish” cliches 
(drunken men and sexually des¬ 
perate women), and redundant 
mimetic narrative (who the hell 
cares about Barbara Allen at this 
juncture?) wasted the energetic 
dancing of Palmer, Stephen 
Legate, Christopher Stowell, and 
especially Deirdre Chapman, 
who, virtually unnoticed, also 
took over handsomely as the lead 
girl in Sunset. ▼

J oe Goode’s latest theatre piece, Four Feelings , performed earli¬ 
er this week and last at Cowell Theatre, begins with Goode 
himself pantomiming a man’s memories of the frustrations he 
experienced as a child at the family dinner table. In another se¬ 
quence, Liz Burritt plays a woman who can’t accept the life she is 
living as her own. A vividly realized series of soprano vocalizations 
by Marit Brook-Kothlow accompanies both sequences, imbuing the 
work with an appropriate undertone of desperation. The focus of 
the piece is memory — how the body stores it, struggles with it, 
and sometimes builds a life unwittingly around it.

F ans of the dance should take 
note that New York choreo¬ 
grapher David Parsons has 
settled into the Marines Memori¬ 
al Theatre for a two-week run that 
ends May 25. Only 37, the chore¬ 
ographer has already 
forged a company of in¬ 
ternational reputation. 

His nine dancers are 
sleek, sexy, 
savvy, and 
impecca¬ 
bly well-re¬ 
hearsed. 

Like his 
mentor 
Paul Tay¬ 
lor, Parsons is 
a showman, 
void of the cere¬ 
bral abstractions of 
Cunningham or the primeval 
angst of Martha Graham. But he 
differs from Taylor in key ways. 
He does not succumb to pander¬ 
ing and condescension, nor does 
he trot out stereotypes of perky 
women and virile men. What one 
notices above all in Parsons’ world 
is muscular dancing and clarity of 
technique. 

The first part of the evening 
features three short works held to¬ 
gether by that glorious rarity of 
dance concerts today — live 
music. The Turtle Island String 
Quartet provides sounds that are 
by turns bluesy and classical, 
funky and hip. Bachiana opens 
the performance and, if nothing 
else, demonstrates how blurry the 
lines between modern dance and 
classical ballet have become in 
American choreography. With 
music by J.S. Bach — how chore¬ 
ographers do love him! — there 
are enough releves and piques to 
satisfy balletomanes, but piggy¬

Nazimova: A Biography

Wk M ovie mogul Darryl 
lyl F. Zanuck labeled 
■ VI her “the quintes¬ 
sential Queen of the 
Movie Whores,” and in the 
early days of cinema, Alla 
Nazimova, dubbed 
“Nazzy” by the tabloids of 
the time, was indeed the 
assunta diva of the stiver 
screen, commanding at 
one point a salary higher 
than America's Sweetheart 
Mary Pickford. In Gavin 
Lambert's exciting new 
bio of the screen and stage 
star, who bowled over 
America with her bold 
portrayals of Ibsen hero¬ 
ines, he meticulously 
traces the awe-inspiring 
trajectory of her life and 
career, from abused child 
and sometime prostitute 
in Tsarist Russia to the 
toast of Broadway and film goddess in the States. Along the way, 
while also accounting for her professional triumphs and disap¬ 
pointments, he details her many loves (mostly women) and her 
long pretend marriage to a man who basically bled her dry in return 
for being her beard. What emerges is a portrait of a woman who 
was often forced to hide or deny parts of herself—her Jewishness, 
her lesbianism to pursue her consuming passion, her art. 
Madame, as she was known to intimates, was a volatile, dynamic 
creature unfortunately doomed to disillusionment in her private 
life but who found a very real recompense in acting — so much so 
that it became her great, true love. Kudos to Gavin Lambert for res¬ 
cuing Nazimova from the ashes and putting her back on a pedestal 
where she belongs, clay feet and all. ▼

I! f the Hollywood film industry 

of the '20s and '30s did not in- 
11 vent glamour, it certainly 
helped the concept gain currency. 
Fan magazines like Photoplay and 
Modern Screen also played a signif¬ 
icant part in getting the movie¬ 
going public to believe that their 
favorite personalities were close to 
divine. But no matter what the 
magazines said about the stars, it 
was the photographs they showed 
of the stars that convinced readers 
that Hollywood was the new 
Olympus. The greatest and most 
influential photographer in Holly¬ 
wood was George Hurrell, and in 
HurrelVs Hollywood Portraits, local 
writer, photographer, and film his¬ 
torian Mark A. Vieira shows why. 

Hurrell, Vieira writes, wielded 
lights the way Vermeer used a 
brush, and his fine art sensibility 
and creativity revolutionized por¬ 
trait photography, creating a stan¬ 
dard for studio images that has 
never been equaled. In the 
process, the artist immortalized 
himself and his subjects. 

Norma Shearer, Jean Harlow, 
Constance Bennett, Myrna Loy, 
Clark Gable, Lon Chaney, Ramon 
Novarro, and Hurrell's favorite, 
Joan Crawford, were among the 
many celebrities who worked 
with the photographer through¬ 
out the ’30s and early '40s. Shear¬ 
er was one of Hurrell’s most pli-

ant and enigmatic subjects. The 
actress, married to the studio’s 
head of Production, Irving Thal- 
berg, was determined to prove she 
could play sexy roles. She arrived 
at Hurrell’s studio and together 
the two produced a series of stills 
that turned Shearer into an aston¬ 
ishingly seductive woman. After 
seeing them, Thalberg relented 
and allowed the actress to film 
The Divorcee (1930), in which her 
well-bred but sexually aggressive 
woman created a sensation and 
won her a Best Actress Oscar. 

Joan Crawford was Hurrell’s 
most frequent subject. She was 
the easiest to film, writes Vieira, 
because her face photographed 
the same from all angles. Natural¬ 
ly, there were minor imperfec¬ 
tions — for instance, the bridge of 
her nose was so fine that the nos¬ 
trils could appear too wide, and 
her right jaw was a little heavier 
than the left. But the beautifully 
sculpted contours of her face, the 


large eyes and generous mouth, 
and her enthusiasm for posing, 
had breathtaking results. The 
book’s cover features a magnifi¬ 
cent double-portrait of Crawford 
with soon-to-be husband Fran- 
chot Tone. 

Greta Garbo, on the other 
hand, did not like working for 
Hurrell and only sat for him once, 
with nonetheless splendid results. 
He had less success later, as a free¬ 
lancer, with Bette Davis. The am¬ 
bitious queen of Warner Brothers 
considered herself above “glam¬ 
our” (she did not like to compete 
in events where she could not 
win), and even Hurrell’s genius 
could not transform her into a 
beauty. 

The book covers Hurrell’s Hol¬ 
lywood career through 1942, and, 
thankfully, includes photographs 
not only of Hollywood legends, 
but a few of the unjustly forgotten 
players as well, including Ann 
Sothern and John Payne. ▼

best record to date. 

“It’s a bit of a comeback,” ad¬ 
mits Osman.

America, there seems to be this 
thriving alternative scene, and I 
don’t think we really fit into that.

in Europe and Asia and places 
we’ve never been,” says Osman. 
“So if conquering America means 
spending six months touring 
there, we’re not going to do it.

U ntil I picked up The Story of the Might (lured by its noirish 
cover), I’d never heard of Colm Toibin (above). My loss. Toib¬ 
in is well-known in Ireland, both for his journalism and two 
previous novels. His new novel is distinguished from his earlier 
books in at least two respects — it is set in Argentina rather than 
Europe, and its protagonist is gay. 

Toibin’s story centers on Richard Garay, a half-Argentinean, half- 
English adolescent who seems to belong to no one. The gradual ac¬ 
count of his coming out, set against the ominous background of 
the “disappearances” of the ’70s and the capitalist makeover of the 
’80s, is infused with a hushed tone of melancholy and loss that ac¬ 
centuates the eroticism at its core. Toibin’s antipodal perspective 
transmutes Richard’s familiar tale of love lost, found, and lost again 
into something distant, rich, and strange. Highly recommended. ▼

frustrating.” 

American critics, from both 
the straight and gay media, have 
accused the band in the past of 
using their androgyny and flam¬ 
boyance as gimmicks. “A lot of 
people, especially in America, told 
us that we should tone it down,” 
explains Osman. “As if it were just 
something we could switch off! 
But it’s something that comes very 
natural to us.” 

Given America’s general indif¬ 
ference to Suede, the band wasn’t 
planning to tour the States. But 
when their record label insisted, 
Suede agreed, on the condition 
that they could pick the cities 
they’d play. Hence, Suede’s Amer¬ 
ican tour consists of only four 
stops: New York, Boston, Los An¬ 
geles, and San Francisco. “We just 
got a list of all the places we were 
never going to play again and 
that’s all that was left!” explains 
Osman, laughing. 

And when asked where his fa¬ 
vorite place to play in America is, 
Osman’s answer is not surprising. 
“San Francisco! It’s true!” he en¬ 
thuses. “The crowd there has al¬ 
ways been the best. It seems to be 
the place where people under¬ 
stand us the most.” T

I t’s only right that Schubert 
should get pride of place in 
1997, the bicentenary of the 
composer’s birth. What’s wrong 
is the kind of abuse heaped 
upon his music that listeners en¬ 
countered at Herbst Theatre last 
Friday, where the celebrated 
Alban Berg Quartet performed 
an all-Schubert recital. All 
things considered, the concert 
reconfirmed the composer’s 
mastery of the form, but left one 
wondering if this quartet was 
experiencing an off night or, like 
so many other venerable string 
quartets, beginning a sad de¬ 
cline. 

It couldn’t have helped that 
sauna-like temperatures pre¬ 
vailed in the theatre. String in¬ 
struments don’t like that and 
neither, presumably, do jet-set- 
ting musicians. Under the cir¬ 
cumstances, the quartet’s deci¬ 
sion to forego the repeats the 
composer favored — and pre¬ 
scribed — seemed a sound idea. 
But even making allowances for 
accidental circumstances, the 
sweaty struggle with the music 
that transpired onstage all 
evening was disconcerting. 

The program itself had some 
regrettable (and surely unfore¬ 
seen) consequences for the mu¬ 
sicians, violinists Gunter Pichler

Walls of sound 

Jessye Norman , 'Ma Vlast'

T he 1996-97 San Francisco 
Symphony subscription sea¬ 
son ends this week with per¬ 
formances of Gustav Mahler’s 
Symphony No. 3, featuring sopra¬ 
no Michele DeYoung. Last week 
brought another soprano to 
Davies Symphony Hall to sing 
Mahler, but she’s a lot more fa¬ 
mous than DeYoung. 

As classical music superstars 
go, Jessye Norman stands out as 
something of an icon. The big 
voice, grand style, the big hair, all 
have helped make her a diva in the 
eyes of an adoring public. Still, ru¬ 
mors that the singer is experienc¬ 
ing diminished vocal powers have 
begun circulating, and one won¬ 
ders how much longer she’ll be 
before the public eye. 

Happily, dissenters were the 
minority opinion after last week’s 
concerts. It’s true the soprano may 
not sound as good as she once 
did, but Norman is wisely choos¬ 
ing suitable material to compen¬ 
sate for infirmities, and, even if 
her performance of songs from 
Mahler’s Das Knaben Wunderhorn 
didn’t quite deserve the rapturous 
response it received, her glowing 
and intensely felt rendering of 
Wagner’s Wesendonck Lieder did. 

Resplendent in a moss green 
gown with black patterning and a 
single large brooch, a noticeably 
slimmer Norman graciously ac¬ 
cepted the adulation of her many 
fans, who frequently applauded 
between songs. The floral tributes 
at concert’s end were obviously 
personal thanks from followers 


who could care less if their diva 
has begun scooping for notes and 
displaying a sometimes mile-wide 
wobble. The sound is still pretty 
spectacular, and her niche in the 
pantheon of great singers remains 
unchallenged. 

The previous week brought 
conductor Libor Pesek back to 
Davies Hall for some more of his 
signature central European reper¬ 
toire. The results yielded pre¬ 
dictably pleasant results. 

Pesek served as principal con¬ 
ductor and artistic advisor of the 
Royal Liverpool Philharmonic for 
ten years. He has also been con- 
ductor-in-residence of the Czech 
Philharmonic for 15 years. These 
are not exactly glamorous jobs, 
but neither are they backwater 
positions. Pesek has wisely used 
these posts to make a name for 
himself as a master interpreter of 
works by Dvorak, Suk, Janacek, 
and now, Smetana. 

Two weeks ago, the conductor 
led the orchestra in a memorable 
performance of Smetana’s big- 
scale symphonic cycle Ma Vlast 
(My Country). It’s easy to feel 
overwhelmed by this piece — 
there is simply too much music 
for one sitting. So, to avoid tedi¬ 
um, Pesek performed the work’s 
six symphonic poems in two sets 
of three separated by Bela Bartok’s 
Rhapsody No. 1 for Violin and 
Orchestra. It wasn’t a bad idea, as 
it allowed listeners to assess more 
easily the structure and musical 
integrity of the various parts of 
Smetana’s glorious patriotic tone 
painting. 

Violinist Gil Shaham was the 
soloist in the Rhapsody. He

proved a sympathetic executant of 
the composer’s tart melodies and 
quirky rhythmic turns. For a per¬ 
former of such promise to appear 
in anything less than one of Bar¬ 
tok’s big three concertos strikes 
this listener as a statement of real 
artistic security. He easily put 
across a work that trades as much 
in subtlety and ambiguity as it 
does in sheer bravura. The audi¬ 
ence sensed the achievement here 
and awarded the young master a 
hearty ovation. 

The orchestra played superbly 
throughout the evening, as it has 
since the end of the organization’s 
protracted strike earlier this year. 
Perhaps the musicians are making 
up for lost time, or maybe they’re 
just happy to be working with 
such confident leaders, but what¬ 
ever the reason, we are reaping the 
benefits. Regular SF Symphony 
patrons who are bemoaning the 
end of the musical season can at 
least look forward to the exciting 
programs of the SF Symphony’s 
Sacred and Profane Festival, 
scheduled for June 12-28 at 
Davies Symphony Hall. ▼

Andsnes stays

I f program and couture could 
alone make a recital great, 
Norwegian pianist Leif Ove 
Andsnes might have given one of 
the season’s best performances at 
his Herbst Theatre recital last 
week. Despite a provocative pro¬ 
gram and a natty bit of formal 
wear, however, the handsome 27- 
year-old pianist only partially 
supported his reputation as one of 
the more important pianists of his 
generation. 

Andsnes, who made his San 
Francisco recital debut with this 
performance, has appeared in the 
Bay Area before, with the San 
Francisco Symphony (a “Rach 3” 
with Herbert Blomstedt) and in a 
duo recital with violinist Christ¬ 
ian Tetzlaf. He has also made a 
name for himself with distinctive 
recordings of off-beat piano 
repertoire, including Janacek, 
Grieg, and Carl Nielsen. Last 
Tuesday he inserted two bonafide 
recital rarities — Swiss composer 
Frank Martin’s 1973 “Fantasy on 
Flamenco Rhythms” and five of 
Antonin Dvorak’s “Poetic Tone 
Pictures,” Op. 85 — between 
bookends of lesser-known 
Beethoven, namely the Sonata in 
B-flat, Op. 22, the G-Minor Fan¬ 
tasy, Op. 77, and the famous but 
still seldom-heard E-flat Major 
Sonata, LesAdieux, Op. 81a. 

Only in the Martin, in which 
nonstop prestidigitation conspires 


with music of warmth, color, and 
considerable passion, did Andsnes 
fully deliver on the promise of his 
menu. The adroit hand-over- 
hand work that characterized his 
elegant playing all evening found 
its most appropriate metier in this 
fantasy on rhythms the composer 
encountered in his daughter’s fla¬ 
menco dancing. The music found 
the pianist on his surest footing, 
as it were. 

No one would actually confuse 
this music for flamenco. It doesn’t 
emulate that sound world the way 
Astor Piazzola’s tango music, 
however elevated, does. A listener 
coming to it cold, without the 
benefit of program notes, would 
have a far easier time locating the 
piece’s influences in the central 
European keyboard literature of 
the late 20th century. Andsnes 
made it spellbinding. 

The strong feeling for Czech 
music the pianist displays in his 
Janacek recording resurfaced in 
the Dvorak tone pictures. While 
it’s true that this composer is not 
often associated with the piano, 
his Opus 85 falls solidly into a 
long Slavic tradition of “picture” 
and “character” pieces (Mus¬ 
sorgsky’s Pictures at an Exhibi¬ 
tion , originally written for solo 
piano, is the best-known and ar¬ 
guably the finest example of the 
genre). Dvorak nailed the genre, 
and Tuesday Andsnes nailed the 
style. 

The atmospheric opening of 
“Twilight Way” was rendered with 


uncommon delicacy. The piece 
later indulges in some huge, ring¬ 
ing sonorities, and Andsnes found 
apt connective tissue for the sec¬ 
tions without resorting to false 
transitions. In much the same 
way, the ominous, heavy tread 
that introduces “In the Old Cas¬ 
tle” merged seamlessly with the 
floating right-hand figures that 
enshroud the piece in a genuine 
air of mystery. 

If “Sorrowful Reverie” seemed 
more overwrought than genuine¬ 
ly felt, Andsnes answered with an 
engaging “Goblin Dance” (more 
flying hands) and, for an appro¬ 
priately big close to the first half, 
“A Dance (Furiant).” There was 
perhaps more pianistic bluster 
than potent music-making here, 
but at least the spectacle revealed 
the pianist’s ability to achieve vol¬ 
ume effortlessly. +> 

In contrast with his obvious 
relish of the unusual repertoire on 
his program, an air of obligation 
hung over the Beethoven sonatas 
that framed the recital. While it 
was clear that Andsnes knows his 
way around these scores — the 
playing was consistently compe¬ 
tent, if less commanding than 
elsewhere — his point of view on 
the classical material was harder 
to discern. It felt as if the pianist 
had abandoned his own artistic 
personality in the presence of the 
master, to everyone’s loss. While 
he found the requisite lightness of 
touch for the beguiling B-flat 
Major Sonata, a lack of confidence 


in his own interpretation emerged 
in some faulty coordination be¬ 
tween the hands. Nevertheless, 
dynamic gradations were master¬ 
ful, and the pianist reveled in the 
sparkling Rondo. 

The G-Minor Fantasy, which 
has confounded many more sea¬ 
soned pianists, sounded less than 
free and improvisatory, which it 
must if it is to be fully realized. 
The startling ascending and de¬ 
scending scales that both bind 
and interrupt the piece were a 


struggle, and one detected a nag¬ 
ging sense of effects without cause 
throughout. Though valiant, 
Andsnes’ LesAdieux was tentative 
and tense, the music often col¬ 
lapsing under the weight of 
naked, single-note phrasing. 

The concert closed with And¬ 
snes’ finest playing of the evening: 
two encores from Karol Szy¬ 
manowski’s Op. 50. The pianist 
captured the elusive rhythms and 
colors of both mazurkas to the 
quick. ▼

and Gerhard Schulz, violist 
Thomas Kakuska, and cellist 
Valentin Erben. The quartets on 
the first half, the G-minor, D. 
173, and the E-flat Major, D. 87, 
are pieces the teenage Schubert 
composed for the family string 
quartet (like his brothers, the 
composer was a talented violin¬ 
ist and, according to contempo¬ 
rary accounts, a committed vio¬ 
list). The second half was given 
over to the great D-minor Quar¬ 
tet No. 14, D. 810, “Death and 
the Maiden,” from the compos¬ 
er’s maturity (in his late 20s; he 
died at age 31). 

The programming was as¬ 
tute. Schubert’s early quartets 
are underexposed and can only 
profit by expert outings in this 
anniversary year. And “Death 
and the Maiden” belongs in the 
active repertoire of any world- 
class quartet. But Friday, the 
Alban Berg sounded more like 
gifted amateurs than real musi¬ 
cians. It wasn’t until the second 
half that the players reached 
anything approaching greatness. 
In fact, not until the concluding 
Allegro of the G-minor quartet 
did the musicians arrive at a re¬ 
liable level of ensemble. The 
playing was audibly out of synch 
in the opening movements, and 
there was little evidence that the 
quartet was enjoying this made- 
for-pleasure music. 

Like its E-flat minor counter¬ 
part, the G-minor is spiked with 
frequent violin solos — one of 
them, in the first movement, 
quite extended. First violinist 
Pichler, who dominated as much 
as led the ensemble all evening, 
dispatched it with ragged line 
and more sour pitches than 
could be excused from a musi¬ 


cian of his stature. The quartet 
responded with a welter of ten¬ 
tative entrances, uneven echo re¬ 
sponses, and curdled chords. It 
wasn’t until the tighter, if more 
relaxed, ensemble of the jolly 
final Allegro that one sensed a 
good time was had by all. 

The even more playful E-flat 
Major work, minxish yet star¬ 
tlingly concise by this compos¬ 
er’s standards, won a cleaner, 
brighter performance. The spit¬ 
fire Scherzo (marked Prestissi¬ 
mo) found the musicians play¬ 
ing off one another productive¬ 
ly, and the ensuing Adagio was 
rich and weighty without be¬ 
coming ponderous. The con¬ 
cluding Allegro boasts another 
long violin solo, a fetching tune 
suggestive of upscale salon 
music. Pichler lit into these bars 
with the right spirit, but he 
couldn’t sustain the energy, and 
his tone quickly degenerated 
into a coarse sequence of sag¬ 
ging pitches. 

For most of its long course, 
Death and the Maiden sounded 
like the work of another quartet. 
Clearly finding this more de¬ 
manding music bracing, the 
players engaged it head on and 
for the first time all evening 
sounded like a world-class string 
quartet. The opening Allegro 
was played with particular ener¬ 
gy and security. Unfortunately, 
the movement’s climax fell to 
tatters. The critical inner move¬ 
ments of the piece were more 
settled and probing, and the An¬ 
dante con moto wielded a vari¬ 
ety of expression appropriate for 
this captivating stretch of sound, 
in which all of Schubert seems 
distilled. The spell was broken in 
the concluding Presto, however, 
when the musicians opted for an 
ultimately self-defeating tempo 
that turned this brilliant finale 
into a helter-skelter mess. ▼

The Lonely Life by Jack Pierson; 
Edition Stemmle, $ 39.95 

I n Jack Pierson’s blurry-eyed, 
desperately glamorous view of 
the world, the road between 
Hell and Paradise is strewn with 
flowers and tinsel, cigarette butts, 
and porn palaces. Pierson stum¬ 
bles punch-drunk and enraptured 
from damnation to salvation and 
back again in The Lonely Life, his 
new book of photographs, draw¬ 
ings, and installations about the 
cheap thrills and solitude of star¬ 
dom. These images of burly mod¬ 
els, sun-drenched landscapes, 
show-biz squalor, and Pierson’s 
own minimalist gallery exhibi¬ 
tions suggest a tantalizing narra¬ 
tive of human isolation and the 
desire for meaningful connection 
amidst the detritus of junk cul¬ 
ture. Sequenced with the free-as- 
sociation illogic of a sleepless 
night, Pierson’s pictures and 
words — some of them in the 
form of marquee letters and com¬ 
mercial signs such as “maybe,” 
“lost,” and “cry” — alternate un¬ 
easily between lowlife slumming 
and high-class mythmaking, per¬ 
petrated by a self-conscious artiste 
who just wants to be alone. 

Pierson emerged in the late- 
1980s from the so-called Boston 
School, a tight-knit gaggle of 
punk slackers who almost acci¬ 
dentally became accomplished 
artists by transforming their di¬ 
sheveled lives into a daring aes¬ 


thetic. Unlike his peers and pals 
Nan Goldin and David Arm¬ 
strong, however, Pierson likes to 
embellish the facts of his daily re¬ 
ality and the modest truths of his 
photogenic friends with a fiction¬ 
al gloss copped in equal measure 
from Midnight Cowboy and Rebel 
Without a Cause. Pierson has 
carefully honed this style during 
the past decade, culling tainted 
beauty from the faces of sad 


young men suckered by the 
tawdry promise of California 
dreaming. While superficially pre¬ 
tending to be a documentarian, 
Pierson is too in love with artifice 
merely to record people and 
places as they are. His deliberate¬ 
ly gritty images and informal 
technique are actually the result of 
calculated posturing, thus The 
Lonely Life is more an aestheti- 
cized fantasy of down-and-out 
ennui than it is an authentic jour¬ 
nal of innocence lost and found. 


That’s not to say Pierson’s 
book is without charm. Behind 
the tough-guy exterior that in¬ 
forms much of his work lurks a 
genuine softy with a rather touch¬ 
ing weakness for Romantic senti¬ 
ment. Years ago, Pierson changed 
his name from Jonathan to Jack in 
order to shuck off what he has 
called “my mother’s faux New 
England aristocracy,” yet his im¬ 
ages frequently recall a recogniz¬ 


able New England sensibility that 
harks back to Thoreau’s celebra¬ 
tion of resplendent solitude. One 
such image is a portrait of a bare¬ 
chested man with a “love” tattoo 
on his shoulder, contentedly sun¬ 
bathing in a garden. Conversely, 
Pierson’s background in beefcake 
photography — he once shot boy- 
toy layouts for mags like Honcho 
and Mandate — is also evident in 
the way he uses dappled light to 
eroticize the sunbather’s nipple. 

Pierson’s fondness for the 
bleached-out lighting and seedy 
atmosphere of’70s porn informs 
much of The Lonely Life. Snap¬ 
shots of urinals, motel rooms, and 
wads of cash reek of morning- 
after regret, and victimization is 
suggested in a portrait of a young 
man in a tank top whose eyes, 
face, and torso have been obliter¬ 
ated by scratches in the negative. 
Still, Pierson can’t resist glamoriz¬ 
ing grind houses; he rhapsodizes 
Times Square in an over-exposed 
shot of sailors walking past the 
Adonis Theatre with its “For 
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It's easy to kid Pierson for his

Adults Only” and “XXXTASY” 
signs. He also photographs mar¬ 
quee lights as if they were strands 
of pearls, elevating burlesque 
decor to the level of Hollywood 
glamour. Pierson’s penchant for 
salacious entertainment appears 
fresh-scrubbed in his photocol¬ 
lage of pop stars — Fabian, Troy 
Donahue, a young Elvis — and in 


a gorgeously garish image of a 
stage curtain rising to reveal high- 
heeled showgirls and tuxedo-clad 
hoofers strutting their stuff. 

Ail of these images appear in 
The Lonely Life as lusciously 
printed full-page spreads, book- 
ended by three short essays that 
shamelessly contribute to the

artist’s self-generated hagiogra¬ 
phy. Interspersed among the pho¬ 
tographs, installation shots, and 
some clumsy drawings of hands 
are words and phrases arranged in 
different sizes and styles like ran¬ 
som notes. These odd declara¬ 
tions — “gone”; “feelings”; “you 
are allowed 2 touch things”; “any¬ 
where”; “helpless”; “hopeless” — 
function as mantras for Pierson’s 
meditations on isolation. He also 
includes reproductions of two

O n Sunday, May 25, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Camerata Americana will 
open its concert season at the 
Green Room with the world premiere 
of Carlos Franzetti’s Concerto del 
Plata , featuring Argentine guitarist 
Sergio Puccini. The Camerata is the 
only professional orchestra in the 
country devoted exclusively to per¬ 
forming music by Latin American 
composers, and its first program in¬ 
cludes music by Mexican, Argentine 
and Cuban composers. 

Jose Luis Moscovich is Music Di¬ 
rector and Conductor of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Camerata. In his own words: 

“It was always hard (at times even 
dangerous) to come out as a Jew in Ar¬ 
gentina. And it was impossible, but 
very necessary, to come out as a gay 
man. In the Bay Area it's been very 
easy to come out as a gay man, not as 
easy to come out as a Jew (but easy 
enough), but hard to come out as a 
Hispanic, which is what Latin Ameri¬ 
can Jews really are, when one realizes 
that being a Hispanic is about the cul¬ 
ture one is brought up in, not one’s 
race. 

“I founded the Camerata because I 
never get to hear or play, let alone con¬ 
duct, any of the great orchestral music 
that Latin American composers have 
produced over the last hundred years. 
It’s not very different with Latin Amer¬ 
ican visual arts, or other cultural ex¬ 
pressions either. ...So I figured I’d do a 
whole season of Latin American 
music, and maybe include a European 
encore now and then (the reverse of 
what the Symphony does here).” ▼

Upon returning to San Fran¬ 
cisco, I wondered why we had 
nothing similar. With a commu¬ 
nity that prides itself on diversi¬ 
ty, it seemed surprising that this 
town lacked a regular nightspot 
for its thriving queer rock scene. 
Queers into rock music—and 
there are more of us than you 
might think—had to be content 
with occasional shows at Down¬ 
town Donna’s Faster Pussycat, or 
listening to Don Baird spin tunes 
at the Hole In The Wall.

T wo years ago, while on a pil¬ 
grimage to New York City, I 
was introduced by some 
friends to a nightclub unlike no 
other. For a deviant queer rock ’n’ 
roller like myself, it was like a 
dream come true. You see, unlike 
most card-carrying queens, I ab¬ 
solutely despise the sort of “Hi- 
NRG” house music that gets 
played in most gay nightclubs. But 
here was a place that didn’t cater 
to that stereotype. Instead, trashy 
’70s and ’80s rock and punk tunes 
blasted from the speakers, while a 
diverse mix of fags, dykes, drag 
queens, and straight hipsters tore 
up the place. Later, a towering 
drag queen took the stage with 
her band, but instead of belting 


But now, thankfully, all that has 
changed. For the past few months, 
Stinky’s Peepshow has been the 
place for both queers and straights 
alike to rock out on Thursday 
nights. Started by Paul King, the 
club features a few inspired twists, 
such as the “large and lovely” fe¬ 
male go-go dancers and the back 
room “peep show,” which fea¬ 
tures a different drag queen/per¬ 
formance artist every week. 

Then of course, there are 
the bands, which usually tend 
to be of the “over-the-top” 
variety. Remember when 
there used to be rock groups 
that were unafraid to get 
dressed up and put on a 
show? These are the sort of 
acts that get booked at Stinky’s 
Peepshow. Recent weeks have 
showcased such bands as Glue, 


Tribe 8, Bite, and Manic Hispanic. 

And tonight, it’s only fitting 
that on stage will be none other 
than Squeezebox DJ herself, Miss 
Guy, with her band, the Toilet 
Boys. In Julian Fliesher’s book, The 
Drag Queens of New York, Miss 
Guy states, “When you’re onstage, 
people are paying to see you; you 
have to give them as much for their 
money visually as you do musical¬ 
ly. I’ve always been into that.” And 
with her stylish mix of rock and 
drag, she does just that. ▼

a quiet permanent collection, 
stands out as a dynamic — and, 
according to the catalogue, much 
reworked — composition 
among its more traditional com¬ 
panions from 1901. The Metro¬ 
politan Museum of Art’s famous 
Portrait of Gertrude Stein, paint¬ 
ed after dozens of sittings with 


the formidable Oakland artist, 
affirms its status as a true icon of 
modern art. 

The exhibition ends rather 
abruptly after the Stein portrait, 
which was painted in 1906, one 
year before the history of art was 
turned upside down by Picasso’s 
shocking Les Desmoiselles d’Avi¬ 
gnon. The reason for this chrono¬ 
logical division is not adequately 
presented to viewers. 

Far more successful than the 


exhibition is the catalogue, whose 
essays by Robert Rosenblum and 
other Picasso scholars delve more 
deeply into Picasso than does the 
wall text. ▼ 


Picasso: The Early Years is up 
through July 27 at the National 
Gallery of Art in Washington, 
DC; it moves to the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston in 
September.
